‘I Spoke for Peace...” 


THE proposal for entire Disarmament made to the League of 
Nations by the representative of the Russian Soviet Government, will 
appear to most people in striking antithesis to the announcement 
made by .President CooLipGr in bis Message to the United States 
Congress. For the President announced the determination of the 
United States Government greatly to increase its armed resources, 
and, indeed, he appeared to rely upon Might for the assertion of 
American rights. It may be. however, that both pronouncements 
were influenced by considerations other than those with which 
they ostensibly dealt. The motive which induced the Soviet 
Government to suggest a total and ruthless wiping away of all 
implements of war, as well as all means for carrying on war, may 
be traceable to. a desire-to place the Russian Government and its 
Communistic principles in an attractive light before the world. Or 
it may have arisen from a wish to show the futility of the proposals ° 
hitherto made by other Nations for partial disarmament, with a view 
to forcing the pace in that direction. And President COOLIDGE may 
have been similarly influenced by reason of the refusal that America 
had received in regard to its own disarmament plans, He may have 
been wishful of impressing upon other Powers the danger they ran 
in not agreeing to such proposals by indicating the capacity of 
America to arm overwhelmingly. Still, it is strange to note how a 
country like Russia, that is not reckoned tobe exactly inthe forefront 
of Civilisation, and whose system of Government is scarcely veiled 
terrorism and the absolute negation of every democratic idea, makes. 
a gesture—even if it be a gesture and nothing more—for the 
abolition of all armed forces, while America, which deems itself in 
the very vanguard of Civilisation with a popular representative 
Government, echoes the Russian proposal by the terrible threat 
contained in the message by President CooLIpGe, Perhaps the true 
lesson to be drawn from this incident is the one to which we have been 
all along inclined. Is Peace to be attained on the lines of disarma- 
ment? We have always doubted it. Partial disarmament by 
agreement between the various nations would leave them all 
relatively as powerful and as dangerous to each other as before 
the process was undertaken. And in the event of an interna- 
tional dispute culminating in war, it would be easy for any of the 
combatants engaged at once to devote themselves to the piling up of 
armed resources, their original disarmament notwithstanding. To 
ome extent, herein too, apart from much besides, lies the weakness 
of such a proposal as that which was made by Russia, If all arms 
Were generally eliminated, even then there would be no guarantee 
against wat, M<a nation could not at the first moment of its 


quarrel lift up sword against nation, it could still declare war and 
proceed like its opponent to the manufacture of the armaments it 
required. There is surely a good deal more in that part of the 
Russian proposal, which suggested a general agreement among the 
nations that they should learn war no more. For, only when the 
art of war is not alone forgotten but becomes obsolete, so that no 
self-respecting nation would feel otherwise than demeaning itself 
by undertaking armed conflict, shall we get any way, substantially, 
upon the road of Peace. That points, perhaps, to an ideal: but 
there is no reason for supposing that ideals are in all 
cases impracticable. And there are many ways in which this 
elimination of war by forgetting the art of war can- be 
helped and even hastened by individual action. There is no 
need to rely altogether upon some formal understanding of ay 
international sort, much as the League of Nations may be able 
from time to time to assist in that direction. Wesee no reason, fo: 
instance, and in this we agree with a recent contribution to our 
columns, why Jews should celebrate Chanucah by encouraging 
Militarism. The commemoration of Jewish National effort, and th: 
defence of Jewish faith involved in the observance, is altogether 
different from the apotheosis of the Army, Naval and Air Services 
for which we see Chanucah congregations are being organised. 
These demonstrations, with cenotaph wreaths and military warden- 
ship, which distinguish them, are an encouragement if not an incite- 
ment of the war spirit. They are utterly inconsistent with the 
position which Judaism takes as the Religion of Peace on earth and 
Goodwill towards men, and they are utterly alien to the purpose for 
which Chanucah was instituted. The excuse offered for these 
gatherings is that the Jewish Service-men who attend them are thus 
brought under the influence of the Synagogue. But that is what we 
do not feel it any too strong to denominate the sheerest nonsense. 
if the Synagogue cannot influence the men in any other way, then 
there is a poor look out for the Synagogue. But we all know that 
special leave for Holy Days is given for the very purpose of cnabling 
those engaged in the Services to attend their places of worship. 
The true impulse to hold these Chanucah gatherings is not the one 
pleaded. It is precisely the military spirif which the best of 
Humanity and the best of Civilisation is doing its utmost to eradi- 
cate. We suppose that by some it is thought a convenient means ot 
manifesting patriotism. . It really does nothing of the sort, while 
the “ patriotism’ contemplated is, at best (or worst), meretricious., 
Nothing could be so unpatriotic as to encourage the war disposition 
in the people of a country. Nothing could be more really patriotic 
than to take every measure that is possibe to ensure peace and to 
avoid armed conflict. But, moreover, the truc patriotism is alone 
consistent with the great principles of our faith. Its spread through- 
out the world is nine-tenths of the Jewish mission, Only when 
peace is universal can the knowledge of the Lord fill the earth as 
the waters cover the sea! 


Votes for 


At the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue to he 
held next Tuesday, Dr. M. Evs'rEIN is to move a Resolution in favour 
of the according by the United Synagogue of rights of voting to women 
equal with those now accorded to men. This reintroduces the 
proposition which, recommended by the Council, was rejected by the 
Conjoint Committee to which it had to be submitted in accordance 
with the United Synagogue Constitution, just about a year ago. It 
will be recolleéted that the deplorable result was to a certain extent 
obtained upon the presumed authority of eighty PRabbanim whose 
names were not divulged, nor their addresses given. Although 
the gentleman to whom their eminent opinion is said to have been 
confided has never made the matter quite clear, the Raubbanim 
appeared to have contributed their views, for what they were worth, 
to something which really had little or nothing to do with the case. 
With great deference to these eighty ghostly teachers in Israel, it is 
perhaps only right to say, however, that their supposed opposition 
to treating women like human beings or, at least, as sentient ones, 
did not carry the weight of the egregious expression of opinion 
of our own Dayanim conveyed to the meeting. They saw elements 
of “grave danger threatening the position of the United Synagogue 
as an orthodox institution” by reason of “some ayowed fore- 
shadowings,” although, to be sure, even so they could not ° categori- 
cally” rule the proposition to be contrary to Jewish Law. Jewish 
Law, however—and that in its categorical bearing—is about the 
only thing-upon which these Dayanim are asked (and perhaps are 
competent) to express their official opinion. It was not, then, 
surprising that the RAbBI OF THE BRITISH Ewrike, who 
curiously enough was not consulted with the other eighty Rabbanin, 
and who, regrettably, was absent from England when the Beth Din 
gave its largely gratuitous advice, made short shrift, legalistic ally, 
of the matter on his return. He said there was nothing in the 
proposal contrary in any way to Jew ish Law. Thus the religious, 
if not the ecclesiastical, element can now be ruled out. Those who 
suppose that the granting of votes to women is going to intro- 
duce a social or religious millenium into the United Synagogue, 
are, it is te be feared, much mistaken, And it is to be hoped 
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Ghat the proposition will be commended upon much sounder and 
more substantial grounds. ‘The practical point is that the opinion 
of women on subjects of Synagogue administration, is of the greatest 
value, and their close association with Synagogue management 
extremely desirable. This can best be attained, indeed there is no 
other means for attaining it quite so eflicaciously, by the granting 
to women of voting powers, to be followed in due course, we hope, 
by a complete franchise. There is no reason why women should 


not become Synagogue Wardens or representatives at Council, 
any more than that persons holding those offices must on 


that account perform religious functions inthe Synagogue, which 
are hot permissible by Jewish Law to women. This aspiration will 
doubtless be quoted as one of the “avowed forebodings ’ and” grave 
dear to the Beth Din. But there never was an improve- 
ment of the sort proposed, but that someone did not see similar

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Toleration. 


By Mentor. 


WEEK or two ago Mr. Michael A. Green, a son of one of the 
most popular Ministers who ever occupied a Jewish pulpit, 
and cousin of another who, still with us, runs his uncle 
in this respect very close, addressed a congregation at 

Oxford on the question of what he termed “ Communal Toleration.’ 
As has been pointed out, the title he used was not a precise one, 
Toleration is imperative upon all classes in a country like this, on 
matters religious at least, to which‘ Mr. Green specially devoted 
himself. Religious intolerance of any sort finds no place in the 
relations which subsist between the various sections of the popula- 
tion. That is tosay, anything in the nature of religious persecution 
would quickly be put an end to, and very authoritatively. So that 
we are bound, anyway outwardly, to be tolerant. What Mr. Green 
meant, I take it from reading the report of -his observations: 
and as [ have seen suggested, was to enter a plea for amenity 
in the community between the various schools of religious 
thought comprised within it. And I am bound to say that there 
is ample room and to spare for such a demand. We Jews carry 
individualism to the extreme, even to the point of what I would 
call moral segregation. And as each individual Jew in his 
heart of hearts thinks that he is a cut above his neigh- 
hour Jew, so he imagines that his particular disposition, be 16 
religious or social or communal, is, because it is his, superior to all 
others of the same sort. Leaving religious organisations and their 
adherents for the moment, how often do we come across people 
nursing for all they are worth what they are pleased to call their 
“pet” charities. The Board of Guardians man looks down upon 
the Jewish Hospital man and the Home for Incurables adherent is 
incurably set above the Aged Jews man in bis own estimation. | 
recollect some time ago trying to interest a prominent member of 
our community in a certain enterprise, which, I need scarcely 
explain, after what I have said, l thought the chief activity to which 
all Jews should devote themselves. He listened very carefully to all 
i had to say, and when I had exhausted my brief, he said laconically: 
“Yes, know; but J believe in soup.’ And that “I believe in soup” 
is the cult that we all -pay tribute to. We do it in respect to 
charities. We do it in respect to communal effort that is not 
charity, just as charity is often very far from charitable, and we do 
it in religious striving. 


There can bé little doubt that in other communittes things are 
the same, if not much worse. But, somehow or another, the 
phenomenon is not so marked. That tis probably because we are 
a small‘community and the others form a large community. But 
1 doubt whether, in fact, the Churchman does not regard the 
Nonconformist with the same contempt with which the " Liberal” 
Jew looks down upon his: United Synagogue brother, and the 
Unitarian contemplates with the same aloofness the Catholic as 
the “orthodox” Jew does the © Reformer.’ LTexpect, if the matter 
were analysed very carefully, if would be found that, as usual in 
most things, in this Jews are exactly like the people by whom they 
are environed—only more so. Ido not, however, intend to examine 
further this point, because there seems to me to be so much in 
Mr. Green's plea for us to beed for ourselves, and apart altogether 
from. our likeness or unlikeness to those by whom we are sur- 
rounded. Mr. Green's cousin, the Rey. A. A. Green, to whom I have 
already alluded, once said that it was extremely easy for people 
to be tolerant when they don't care, and I think there is a great 
dealin that. But there is no reason why the ordinary amenities 
should not be encouraged, and Jews be brought to believe that there 
are usually two sides to every question and sometimes many more, 
and that this world would be a dull and dreary place, drab to 
desperation, if everybody had the same view about everything. Yet 
that seems to be the ideal with certain people. Take, for instance, 
“Liberal” Jews, of the congregation of which Mr. Michael Green 
himself is a distinguished member. Their “I-am-it-ness” is simply 
appalling. Never does an “M’-—-a Montefiore, a Mattuck, or a 
Montagu—say a word about their particular prepossession than 
either directly or indirectly they assume an attitude that would 
have been the envy of the ancient Pharisees. I firmly believe that 
nine-tenths of the feeling that exists against the “Liberal” Move- 
ment in this country is precisely to be found here. And the irritating 
attitude all, almost without exception, assume, is by no means 
lessened by the lip service they invariably pay to religious 
amenity by saying, almost as a slogan, that they have nothing 
against sincere Orthodoxy; knowing all the while that there is no 
Orthodoxy which they really believe is sincere, But they are well 
matched, at the other end of the story, by. the super-orthodox wha 
simply ignore everyone who does not subscribe to the importance 


they attach to the things, frequently the very small and trivial and 
petty things, that constitute for them Religion. If we would have 
an example of what I have termed “moral segregation,’ we have 
it—as I have more than once pointed out—in the Congregation that 
lam told does not worship at the West London Synagogue. That 
Congregation has been in existence now for getting on towards a 
century, and it remains to-day as ever the communal mule. Tt has 
produced nothing. True, it has comprised within its bounds from 
time to time important members of the community, but they have 
pxeferred always to wrap themselves within themselves. They have 
never made any serious attempt to lengthen their cords or strengthen 
their tent-pins, to propagate the view of Judaism they have adopted, 
and which incidentally | believe for so many would prove religions 
salvation. 


cor your United Synagogue Jew on the other band, the nexus 
has always been largely and is predominantly Cash. “We are 
members of wealthy congregations, and we take care to see that 
each individual Synagogue comes up with a fat surplus every year,’ 
is*their comforting thought. From that angle, there is perhaps as 
little of that amenity which would recognise all Jews as one brother- 
hood and all as one family, as exists in any’ of the other sections. 
And besides, I think that the idea of toleration, as Mr. Green termed 
it. is frequently wrongly. conceived. Directly ériticism is levelled 
at amy section of our people in respect to any of their public 
wativities, the critic ts set down as intolerant, if not something 
worse. Now, if occurs to me that criticism that is fair—I beg 
pardon, no criticism ever offered to Jews by Jews is thought fair by 
those against whom it is levelled; so shall [ say, what most 
other people consider fair?—is a healthy sign in itself, 


ib 
sign that health exists. 


No. one criticises a corpse, and ruins, I 
suppose, are generally conceded to be outside the pale of criti- 
cism! But then there is, to be sure, too, a considerable mis- 
conception about criticism. For instance, if I were to say that 
in my view “Liberal ’’ Judaism, as preached opposite Lord's, is 
inimical to the well-being of Jewry, that as an institution it is not 
likely to tind any permanent place .in our community, cut 
adrift from all tradition and authority as willbe those of the second 
generation that grow up under the shadow of Mr. Bernhard Baron's 
portico—that and more like it would I submit be fair criticism. But 
if | were to say that “Liberal” Jews were luring other Jews 
from the God of their fathers, | should be uttering as much nonsense 
as I could well cram into afew words and would thereby be showing 
myself incapable as a critic but a fair graduate in the art of bigotry. 
So that there is criticism aud criticism! 


Sut fam not sure that we are not all of us tarved with the same 
brush. Weare allinour own way intolerant. Mr, Michael Green, as 
I saw itaptly put when he went down to Oxford to talk about tolera- 
tion, himself barked up the wrong tree. Because he should have 
preached first to the Jews with whom he is particularly associated, 
but in whom I suppose he perceives no guile of intolerance, though 
they have it in abundance. And instances | have given show that 
in facet none of us in present circumstances can preach on the 
subject with anything like consistency, because | am quite sure there 
is not a Jew ainong us who does not think that he is an example of 
broadmindedness, of tolerance and even of amenity, however he may 
behave towards any point of view that is not his, or does not com- 
mend itself to him; while there is not another Jew who will agree 
with him. And so Mr. Greén’s paper was, for all if was practically 
worth, litthe more than a scrap of paper. Everyone knows the 
anecdote of the late Lord Justice Bowen when the judges met 
together to present an address to Queen Victoria, They began its 
drafting with the words: “ Conscious as we are of our infirmities,’ 
when Lord Bowen intervened and suggested as an amendment: 
* Conscious as we are of each other's infirmities.’ That seems to 
me to be the true note upon which to urge what Mr. Green calls 
tolerance, but which I bave ventured to call amenity in our 
community. Only when we become conscious of our own infirmities 
and far less conscious of cach othei’s infirmities, will we be in a 
position to listen with any advantage to Mr. Michael Green, or any 
other man even of his standing and ability in the community, on 
the question which he adumbrated at Oxford,

Obituary. 


Mr. ERNEST MORLEY. 


The death occurred last week, at the age of sixty-two, of Mr. Ernest 
Morley, a prominent communal worker, particularly in the fleld of welfare 
work for the Jewish youth. The deceased wasa bachelor. He was an 
ardent supporter of the Jewish Board of Guardians, in connection wit}, 
which he filled a number of honorary offices. He was elected to the 
Industrial Committee of the Board as far back as 1887, and in 1892 
to the Visiting Committee, of which he later became Hon. Secretary. Ee 
also served as Visiting Guardian of Apprentices, being elected to tho 
Board itself in 1902 and to the Executive in 1906. Mr. Morley undertoo): 
the onerous duties of Hon. Secretary of the Board in 1912. From 1913 up 
till his death he edited the Board’s annual reports, and he was elected to 
the Sanatoria After-Care Committee in 1925. The deceased took a grea! 
interest in boys’ clubs, particularly in the Victoria Working Boys’ Cin), 
which is holding a service in his memory, to be conducted by the Rey, 
J. F. Stern, next Sunday. The funeral was at Willesden last Sunday, ani 
a service was held in the evening at 13, Upper Wimpole Street. 


Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B.E., M.A., writes: To his many 
friends and fellow-workers Ernest Morley’s death must have come a: in 
abrupt shock. Until a few weeks ago he was the same active and 
vigorous personality that the years had taught us to value and to love. In 
Stepney especially he will be missed. It is just over forty years since 1, 
father singled him out among the young men of the day as a promising 
coadjutor in the work that centred round the Stepney Jewish Schools. It 
was a happy intuition, the same that later discovered Denzil Myer, who 
too was to become one of the pillars upon which the young life of Stepney 
was to rest. It wasin 1885 that Morley was appointed Assistant Honorary 
Secretary ‘to the Schools, his senior colleagues being two tried communa! 
workers, the late Henry Hymans andthe late Stephen 8. Hyam. Four 
years later he took Mr. Hyman’s place, and from that time onwards he 
bore an increasing share in the responsibilities which surrounded the 
management of this growing institution. In those days the maintenance 
of a voluntary school was a precarious and harassing matter. Periodi- 
cally funds had to be collected through dances and dinners and a regular 
campaign had to be organised to draw in the contributions that were 
to keep the school alive for another three or four years. A great deal 
depended upon the Honorary Officers, and each time Morley threw 
himself eagerly into the attack. Only a few days before his death 
he recounted to me some humorous anecdotes from those by-gone days. 
Later on when the school became a non-provided school under the London 
County Council, Morley was appointed one of the foundation managers, a 
post which he occupied until afew years ago. Denzil Myer was now 
official correspondent, but on his successive visits to South America 
Morley stepped into the breach. Up to his end he remained an activ: 
and interested member of the Committee. He was one of the pioneers in 
the founding of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club in the first year of thi 
century. He was one of the earliest members of its executive committee 
and one of its first Vice-Presidents. The Club always occupied a warm 
place in his heart. In the past summer, for instance, he attended for the 
whole fortnight the annual camp that was held in the Isle of Wight. 
Meanwhile his other communal activities were steadily expanding, aud 
in particular his work for the Jewish Board of Guardians. He might we'! 
have pleaded that he was doing more than one man’s task, but he neve: 
surrendered his sharein Stepney. He loved open air and exercise, an! 
these self-imposed labours often deprived him of both, yet no one ever 
heard a word of complaint from him. He would have been the last to 
think that any self-sacrifice was involved, and indeed in a sense there 
Was no call for unselfishness ; for to work for Judaism, and especial!) 
for the youth of Jewry, was for him the real expression of self. With 
him there were no mixed motives. Doubt and hesitancy never clogged 
his simple and almost boyish spirit. His path was at once arduous ani 
easy. He cared, and gave himself to what he cared for most. He wi!! 
long be remembered.

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__WE understand that the arrival of Master Blue Boy and Miss Gree 
‘Girl in'town has created considerable stir. | 
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he assumed the honorary secretaryship, which he held for fifteen years 
with conspicuous distinction. Mr. Morley’s connection with the Board 
began when he joined the Industrial Committee in 1887, and acted as a 
Visiting Guardian of its apprentices. He was elected on tothe Visiting 
Committee, and was for some years its Honorary Secretary. He became 
a member of the Board in 1902, and in 1912 accepted the position of 
Honorary Secretary. In every one of these offices he displayed the same 
zeal and enthusiasm that characterised his work atthe lads’ clubs, the 
Poor Man’s Lawyer at Toynbee Hall, and the Daneswood Sanatorium 
After-Care Committee. He visited the poor in their homes, the appren- 
tices at their work, the youths at the Clubs, and studied the 
psychology of the Board’s clientéle when they sought the free advice 
of the Poor Man’s Lawyer. What wonder, then, that he acquired 
an uncanny genius for dealing with difficult cases. It became a 
password with members on the Relief Rota, and with the staff, when 
confronted with an exceptionally intricate case to which there seemed to 
be no possible solution, to “show it to Morley”; he would read through 
the dosster from beginning to end, scribble an endorsement on the case 
card, and the puzzle was generally solved, and correctly, too! His 
popular Annual Reports (he produced fourteen) were looked forward to 
and eagerly read, and be was always gratified at the avalanche of 
cheques which descended on Middlesex Street when his record of the 
year’s work was issued in March each year. For many services rendered 
by Mr. Morley, the Board passed special votes of thanks. They were 
never entered on the Minutes. He would have none of that. 
He accepted no thanks for doing his duty. A_ stern dis. 
ciplinarian, he would not purchase . popularity at the cost of 
efficiency. He jealously guarded the high traditions of the Board, 
and insisted that it must be an example for all charitable organisa- 
tions in and out of the community, and as the years went on the Board 
seemed to become the one absorbing object of his life. The writer was 
with him only a few hours before his di ath, and even then Mr. Morley 
would talk of nothing but the Board, of the forthcoming Annual Report, 
and matters which would engage it next Spring. He expressed great 
satisfaction that three of his many dreams had materialised during the 
year—the Home of Rest for which he pleaded in successive Annual 
Reports ; the Convalescent Home and School for delicate children at 
Broadstairs, and the re-establishment by a few anonymous donors, of the 
special private fund for helping gentlefolk who, having fallen on bard 
times, needed substantial grants, but could not face Committees. Mr. 
Morley was strenuously opposed to new charities not urgently needed, but 
longed for the establishment of a Home for adults and juveniles mentally 
deficient, a Home for children, especially girls, whose parents are 
vicious or unfitted to be trusted with their upbringing. Such was the 
record of Ernest Morley, one of the most conscientious and unselfish 
workers that the community has ever had the good fortune to enlist in 
its service. The Jewish Board of Guardians has suffered grievous loss 
during the last twelve months— Harry Levinsohn, Barrent Ellis, and now 
Ernest Morley. It will not he easy to replace them. : 

Mr. CHARLES E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE writes :—There will be many that 
write of Ernest Morley from the point of view of some of the better known 
work he did for London Jewry, but perhaps I may be permitted to say 
something asa fellow-worker in the East End. It was not only his shrewd 
common sense, as shown in his work at the Toynbee Hall Poor Man’s 
Lawyer meetings, but it was his engaging personality that endeared him 
to countiess numbers of Kast End lads, comprising several generations. 
He showed no favouritism, no partiality for particular boys ; kiddies, 
youths, young men, all came to him; he readily gave them advice, often 
the more distaseful and unpopular opinion. He did not shrink from 
belittling aspiring ambition, frem pulling down “castles in the air,” yet 
managed to retain the applicants’ affections and respect. Where many a 
man of forty was unable to get down to the boys’ point of view, right up 
to a few weeks before his death he was spending his evenings with lads 
and sharing their enthusiasms and taking part in their pastimes. But it 
was not only to the boys that the power of his presence was so great; he 
endowed his fellow-workers, many of them less than half his own years, 
with his own straightforward views, his own keenness and his own sense 
of right, and much as his loss will be felt at the Board of Guardians 
and among the lads he worked for so long, it will be his co-workers more 
than any others who will feel a gap which will take many a year to fill, 


Ernest Morley and Richard Walter Kittle. 
From Mr. ERNEST LESSER. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


SrR,—May I be permitted to pay my humble tribute, through your 
columns to the memories of two good men and true, a Jew and a 
Christian, whose passing spells an irreparable loss to many thousands of 
East London boys and girls. It is fitting that the names of these two 
men should be coupled in one and the same valedictory notice, not only 
because they were friends and died within a few days of one another, but 
also because so much of their best life's work lay among the young in 
the same district of London. Their names had indeed become household 
words in many a Jewish home throughout Stepney and Whitechapel. 
Each in bis different way was content to labour quietly and devotedly 
-for the young and adolescent, and these fruitful labours were known 
perhaps to ‘but a limited circle outside the East End. For both of 
them the-world of children was one and indivisible—a little world calling 
for service, without thought of racial and religious divisions. On Ernest 
Morley’s zealous and uoflagging work for the Board of Guardians and such 
bodies as the Toynbee Hall Tenants’ Protection Society, I do not now 
propose to well, although of his work on the latter body, on which we were 
for some years colleagues, much could be written. I prefer to recall 
his wonderful work for the Victoria Lads’ Club and the Stepney Jewish 
Schools. He was close on forty when he responded to my request to 
become a manager at the then newly founded ¢lub. He had previously 
acted asa .anager at the old Whittington Boys’ Club in Leman Street, 
and therefore came to us with some much-needed experience of the work 
involved. He soon proved himself to be an invaluable manager, and the 
Club was fortunate enough to receive his loyal and steadfast services 


right up to the onset of his last illness. He showed his ever-green 
devotion to the lads by joining them at their last summer camp and 
working as hard there as the youngest manager present. 

For many years, too, he’ was a most efficient Hon. Secretary and 
Manager of the Stepney Jewish Schools, gaining in this capacity the regard 
and affection of many thousands of Stepney children—-as is only possible 
to a real lover of children. And of Richard Walter Kittle, our old Toynbee 
Hall friend, it may similarly be said that he was never happier than when 
at work among the young. This great-hearted, cultured English gentle- 
man gave up a large slice of his life to quiet and unobtrusive work among 
the school children of East London—serving Jew and Gentile alike in the 
same unselfish spirit of devo'ion. With his great gifts of heart and mind 
he could, no doubc, have attained distinction in other walks of life. But 
he was content to go in and out among the children of Fast London and 
to bring to their service all these great gifts, asking only in return for their 
trust and affection—and never asking ia vain.—Yours, etc.,

Mr. FRED L. LAVANBURG (New York). 

The death has occurred in New York, in his six! y-fourth year, of the 
well-known philanthropist, Mr. Fred L. Lavanburg' The deceased was 
the founder of the Hannah Lavanburg Home for Immigrant Girls, and 
shortly after the war, in order to help to relieve the housing shortage, he 
created the Lavanburg Foundation, the object of which is to provide 
accommodation at the lowest possible rental for poor families. Mr. 
Lavanburg, who gave 750,000 dollars for this purpose, stipulated that the 
benefits he was providing should be available to all without distinction 
of race or creed. Another of his charitable actions was the establish- 
ment of a Fund for Nurses in the Hospitals, whereby they can obtain 
small joans freeof interest. The deceased, who was unmarried, left the 
whole of his fortune, the value of which is believed to exceed one million 
sterling, to various charitable institutions. 


Mr. ADOLPHE ULLMANN (Antwerp). 

The death has occurred of Mr. Adolphe Ullmann, President of the 
Machsike Hadat Congregation of Antwerp, and a member of the Con- 
sistoire of Brussels. The deceased, who was seventy-seven years of age, 
was a native of Lakenbach (Hungary) and son of the Rabbi of that town.

And yet the evil that may be done to Jews by it is well-nigh incalculable. 
It picturos a story that, cven as told in the New Testament, has been one of 
the mos! Potent cores of anti-dewish hatred —the story of the crucifixion 
of Jesis of Nazareth. Although full of gliring anachronisms, th» Gospel 
narrative is nothing like as harmful as the interpretation which, throughout 
the acs, hu boon pliced upon it with the malicious intent of arousing 
animosity against Jews. What hoppened ought to be clear from a perusal 
of that nartative to any fair-minded reader. Jesus of Nazareth declared 
himself to be Messiah —that is to say, one who could and should be anointed 
Kinw of the Jews, Ile was by no means the only one who had mado that 
claim and who was rejected. The people were waiting eagerly for someone 
who would release them from Roman rule and re-establish Jewish rule for 
the Jews. He was to be recognised by his ability to perform miracles and 
wonders, and to fultil the prophecies which it was believed the teachers of 
israel had prognosticated of the one who was to succeed to the throne of 
David. An essential quality, of course, was that he should be of David's 
line, and that is why the New Testament is so careful about trying to show 
that Jesus was of that descent. Another essential—such was the faith of 
the matter—-was that the people should be redeemed of the sins 
which it was thought had deprived them of their Kingship, and placed 
them under alicn rule. Thus there was nothing unique in the claim 
of Jesus, nor in his propaganda of Righteousness, all of it indeed founded on 
teaching well-known in the Jewry of his day. The most remarkable thing 
about him, what perhaps ren ered him unique, judging from the story of his 
life, was his wonderiul personality, his immense courage and his zeal. So 
great were all of these that in more than one instance he allowed them to 
influence him to the exclusion of other considerations which the average 
mortal thinks demand prior thought. However, it is plain that there was 
no interference with the teaching anc preaching of Jesus, although he did 
not spare the powers among the Jews, scorning them with his speech and lashing 
them with his tongue unmercifully. I have no doubt they deserved castiga- 
tion. If nothing els®, the National d¢bicle which ensued, woes to prove it. 
But although no interference, as I say, was made in the teaching of 
Jesus —indeed, it was seemingly largely encouraged and gained a considerable 
following—his claim to be Messiah—King—which was first communicated 
to the authorities by one of his own entourage, was at once challenged, and

no wonder, for it formed an offence both against Jewish law and the civic 


toyalty due from Jews to their Roman rulers. (What attitude would have 
been taken had Jesus succeedsd in overturniag the Roman occupation of 
Palestine, or, for that matter, had any other claimant to the Messiahship 


done s9, need not be considered, and is doubtless altogether another story.) 


The authorities, therefore, did what authorities have done in scores of 
instances, and would do now. They regarded him as a rebel, an uprooter of 
Order, and quite as much in order to rid themselves of any responsibility 
of him as in indignation at what they regarded as his wrongdoing, they 
gave him over, with a report of his offences, to the police, represented by the 
Roman administration, Whether they were right or wrong in so doing may 
be open to argument ; but I do not see how we can condemn them—we men 
and women of even this late generation—for the same sort of thing is 
constantly being done by or for us. A person who secks to lead others to 
cause revolution and disorder is quickly sent for punishment—unless he 
succeeds. The claim which Jesus put forward was subversive of the 
authoritios both Jewish and Roman—and he did not succeed. He was 
subjected to a cruel and brutal punishment, by the Romans, It was a 
Roman penalty. ‘The Jews did not inflict it. The part in it they played 
was when asked:whether. a-man who claimed to be Messiah—that is, King 
—was less dangerous to society, and therefore could be more safely set free, 
than a fobber, quite naturally, or any way quite understandably, thought it 


safer to put tip with the presence of a’ robber rather than with that of a .

Soup Kitchen. 


OPENING FOR THE WINTER SEASON. 

On Monday last the Soup Kitchen was opened for the Winter 
Season by Mr. Gustave Tuck. Mr, SAMUEL SAMUEL, M.P., the Presi- 
dent, was in the chair. Among those present were:

Mr. Gustave TUCK, in opening the Kitchen, said that the invitation 
to him to open the Kitchen was another of the many evidences of good- 
will of which he had recently been the recipient. He referred to the 
death of Mr. B. 8. Ellis who for over forty years had worked on behalf 
of that institution. He was sure it was their wish to mark their 
sense of personal and communal! loss, and to convey to his bereaved 
widow and family an expression of the sorrow they all felt at his 
early departure from their midst. The Kitchen was over seventy ycars 
old, while the present building was just over a quarter of a century 
old. There they came in direct contact with. the poorest of the 
poor. Saddest of all poverty was hunger and want. One could not 
imagine anything more terrible than a houschold in which there were 
little children crying for food which the parents were unable to supply. 
That Kitchen was able to help in some way, for they distributed food 
four nights a week and gave an extra portion on Jhursday cvening for 
the Sabbath, during the Winter scason, alleviating greatly hunger and 
want. Their distributions were not mouctary. They gave direct relicf 
in kind. Livery case was investigated by their investigating officer and 
their Committee, in conjunction with the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Last season they were able to relieve about 5,000 people nightly, reckoning 
the average family as five persons. That day was the 77th birthday of 
that wonderful man in Jewry, that Prince of givers, Mr. Bernhard Baron. 
He had sent acheque for £100 for the Soup Kitchen. He was sarc that 
in their name he could congratulate Mr. Baron and wish for him the best 
of health and happiness for years to come. Mr. Henry Van den 
Bergh, besides his money gifts. had scent them one ton of margarine 
each season. Mr. and Mrs. Moss Davis had handed him a cheque 
for twenty-five guincas for the institution. He thanked Miss Zachariah, 


Mrs. Cecil Davis, and Mr. John Hart for helping to collect funds. 
They had started the season with a deficit of £700, which they 
must collect in addition to the £3,000 they required to carry on 


forthe vear. Ile would like to impress upon them that fifteen guineas 
donated was sufficient for a spec al distribution for one night. His three 
daughters had given fifteen guineas, and they were allocating a special 
evening on hisattaining bis seventicth birthday. Asregards the deficit of 
£700, he would like to give one-tenth (£70) towards wiping it off, and hoped 
that miny others would do likewise. In conclusion, he referred to the 
invaluable services of the President, Mr. Samucl Samuel. 

Mr. GEonGe A, COHEN, in proposing a vote of thanksto Mr. Tuck, said 
that it was very essential to get money at the hecinning of the season, as 
they did not wish to be ina worse position by the endof the winter. 

Mr. Tuck informed the representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE at 
the end ofthe meeting that Mr Samuel Samucl, M.P., and Mr. Henry 
Vanden Bergh had each promised to give £7. to hc!p wipe out the deficit.

Ten bananas. Two eggs. 


One lemon. Castor sugar, 3 tablespoonfuls.

An Ill-Conceived 


Writing in yesterday’s JEWISH WORLD, the Editor says:~—It is 
sincerely to be hoped that no encouragement will be given by any repre- 
sentative Jews to the Movement whieh has been announced for estabiish- 
ing wrat is calleda * Commission on Better Uunderstanding between the 
Creeds.” The promoter, whose energy seems to be well abreast of his 
entire irresponsibillty, has secured some non-Jewish opinions on tlic

as he is in the general Press in the hopethat Jews may thereby be force«| 
to “come in.” I trust that this will not be the case, and that no Jew wii: 
is any Jew of importance will be jockeyed in this way. The idea is no! 
original. It comes from America. ‘There, whether or not there is any 
rea! call for it, the mass of Jewish opinion is against it, and, as a matte: 
of fact, nothing of any practical value has come of it. But in America 
there is at least the excuse to be found for it in the anti-Judaism that 
prevails there, more particularly in the social boycott to which Jews are 
subjected. 

That arises, so it is claimed, from a lack of proper understanding o! 
non-Jews for Jews, and vice versa, a matter of very different dimension 
in a place like, say, New York, where Jews constitute at least 25 per cent. 
of the population, from in this country, where the largest aggregation i- 
{in Leeds) but 05.48 per cent. Moreover, there is mo misunderstanding in 
the American sense between Jews and non-Jews in England, and, in fact, 
no need whatsoever under any pretext for advertising a difference that 
does not exist! We are assured that the new ‘Movement is designed for 
fighting against “the dark powers of inhumanity, disease; ignorance and 
crime.” But Jews find no difficulty in co-operating, in present circum- 
stances, with non-Jews in that desirable campaign, and when we are told 


‘that it can best be carried on by the “ Churches,” 1, for one,take leave to 


doubt. ‘The gentleman responsible for this egregious notien has already 
done enough damage to the Jewish Cause, in my opinion, by, the publica- 
tion of a most ill-conceived book. . I hape he will not be encouraged inthe 


very much more undesirable enterprise he is now contemplating.

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Union of Jewish Women. 


NEW HOUSING SCHEME, 


A general meeting of the Union of Jewish Women was held on 
Tuesday afternoon at 31, Oxford Square, W., by permission of Mrs. 
Frank L. Cohen. 

Mrs. A. EICHHOLZ was in the chair, in the absence of Mrs. Model, who 
is on holiday after a long and strenuous period of work in connection 
with the Union and the Jewish Maternity Home. Mrs. Bichholz, 
reviewing the work of the Union since the last general meeting of 
members in June, said that its principal pre-oecupation had been the 
development of a scheme for providing homes at a cheap rental for 
necessitous ladies. Close contact had been established with Jewish 
women’s organisations in Manchester through the recent educational 
conference and the B'nai B'rith Lodges. Mrs. Bichholz, as a member of 
a Jewish women’s organisation, had taken part in a deputation to the 
llome Secretary on the raising of the legal age for marriage. 

Miss K. HALFORD outlined in detail the scheme of the Union for 
housing needy gentlewomen. Working in conjanction with the Union of 
Women's Housing Association, a site had been acquired in Highbury, 
where it was proposed to crect a group of one or two-roomed flats which 
could be let at very modest rents. It was hoped that the rentals for 
the one-roomed flatiets would not exceed ten shillings per week. These 
rooms would be arranged with alcoves containing bed and asmall kitchen: 
there would be gas or electric heaters and constant hot water from a 
boiler in the basement. The floor space, excluding the alcoves, would be 
at least twelve feet. £1,100 was needed for the execution of these 
plans, and £550 had already been furnished in share capital and £550 in 
Idan capital. Besides this there were donations totalling £650, so the 
plans could go forward at once for the erection of the twenty flatlets 
which had been projected. 

Mr. ALEXANDER COHEN, a specialist in housing, outlined some of the 
difficulties of post-war building, and pointed out the advantages the 
promoters of the scheme enjoyed by registering themselves as a Public 
Utility Society. They thus obtained the Government subsidy for housing 
and were exempt from the payment of Income Tax. 

Mrs. M. A. SPIELMAN appealed to the members for a more active 
participation in the work of the League of Nations, of which they were 
members. As the Union’s representative on the Women’s Advisory 
Council of the League, she was, she said, often ashamed to attend 
meetings of the Council, for she was unable to give an account of any 
work or propaganda undertaken by her own Society on behalf of the 
League. There were at least four ways in which every woman. could 
help the League’s work. One was by fostering the peace spirit and 
helping the campaign for arbitration, sccurity and disarmament. Another 
was by attending the World Economic Conference to be held next 
Thursday afternoon at the Guildhal). A third most important way was 
by endeavouring to eradicate militaristic training in the scheols, by 
developing healthy physical training and outdoor exercises untinged by 
the militaristic spirit; and a fourth was a method by which at least the 
Jews had shown their full sympathy with the League’s work—the investi- 
vation of the traffic in women and children. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ, in concluding the meeting, said that realising the 
problems and diffic ulties that beset the League, it had plainly justified 
its existence, if nothing else, by its work in connection with the suppression 
of the white slave traffic, its care for the health of people in stricken 
areas, and its settling of refugees in comparatively comfortable circum- 
stances. 


The Traffic in Women. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS REPORT, 


The League of Nations has issued the second part of its report on the 
Traffic in Women. The Committee appointed by the League to undertake 
investigation of the Traffic, contained representatives of Jewish 
organisations. 

Mr. 8. Cohen, the Secretary of the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women, who was a member of the Committee, 
when seen by a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on Wednesday, 
was unable to offer any comments upon part two of the report because 
he had not yet seen it. He hopes to be in possession of the report very 
shortly. 

“The object,” said Mr. Cohen, “of keeping back part two of the 
report until the present time was that the Council of the League of 
Nations felt that they could not issue a document which referred cate- 
gorically to each country that had been visited by the investigators, 


until they had given the countries concerned an opportunity of seeing - 


the remarks which were made concerning them in part two. 

“At the last meeting of the Advisory Committee on the Traffic in 
Women and Children in May of last year,a good deal of the work of that 
Committee was hampered by the fact that part two had not been 
published, and that members of the Committee representing France, 
Roumania, Poland, etc., objected to any discussion on part two until their 
countries had had an opportunity of reviewing the facts given and making 
any amendments which they felt were necessary; in fact, they com- 
plained that there were a good many instances which required amend- 
ment and alteration. Therefore part two was referred back to the 
League Committee of experts for further consideration. 

“These experts,” continued Mr. Cohen, “ held a meeting in Geneva 
on November 15th, when they received and reviewed the suggestions 
made by all the.countries concerned, and these suggestions were 
embodied in the revised report, which was presented to the Council of 
the League this week. It is that revised report which is now to be 
published.” 

It will be recalled that at the International Conference in London 
last June of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 


Women, objections were raised to some of the statements which were 


contained. in part one of the report where they concerned Jews.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Hon, Lily Il. Montagu presided. over the seventh annual meetiny 
of the synagogue beld last Monday evening. They owed a deep debt of 
gratitude, she said, to their Minister and Council ‘for all that had been 
achieved. The consciousness that they bore more than a local responsi 
bility, that they belonged to an organised world-movement, would 
encourage them to push forward fearlessly in the fature. The Rey 
Maurice L. Perlzweig, in the course of the minister's Report, said that 
the erection of their own synagogue in North London marked:-a turning 
point in the history of their movement. There had been a large increase 
in membership and all the signs pointed to a rapid growth in the 
future. Important features in their Congregational life had been the 
Adult Study Group and the successful meetings arranged by the Literary 
and Social Committee ; for they regarded the synagogue as a House of 
Study and Meeting as well as a House of Worship.

The Hon. Lily H. Montagu was 
re-elected President by acclamation, and the following were elected to 
serve on the Council: Mrs, R. Nordon, Miss C. Green, M.A., Messrs: J, 
Amstell, M. E. Gilbert, M. Green, H. Lefridge, G. Levy and R. Nordon.

The Bernhard Baron Institute of Pathology. 


On Tuesday afternoon, the Bernhard B won Institute of Pathology at 
the London Hospital was opened by Sir Humphry Rolleston, Bart., K.C.B., 
Regius Professor of Physics in the University of Cambridge. The Institute 
has been opened as a résult of the gift of £35,009 for that purpose by Mr. 
Baron. 3 

The CHAIRMAN (Lord Knutsford) related that when he walked into Mr. 
Bernhard Baron's office, Mr. Baron looke’ very cross and said, “ What do 
you want?” Ife (Lord Kautsford) said, “ No Jew wh» has ever seen me has 
ever asked that before,” and added that it generally went without saying. 
Eventually Mr. Baron told him that he would give £10,000 for 
building the Pathological Department and £25,000 for endowing it. 
This generous gift of Mr. Baron was supplemented by £5,000 from the 
Rockefeller Foundation of New York. They would now have a Patholo- 
gical Department in which work could be done worthy ofthat great 
hospital, and for this they were deeply gratefal to Mr. Bernhard Baron, 

"Sir HuMPHRY ROLLESTON in the course of his address also paid 
tribute t6 “that most generous and wise benefactor, who has made this 
primec'y donation of £35,000." From the purest charitable motives, 
said Sir Humphry, and soas to bring direct help to the patients, subscrip-. 
tions and donations were often ear-marked “for the use of the hospital’ 
and patients,” aud thas excluded pathological or other departments which 
were so essential in finding out what exactly was the matter with the 
patients. The Ifouse Committee ‘knew that those who thus ear-marked 
their subscriptions and donations did uot understand that p vthological and 
other special departments were integral parts of the Hospital, and that 
most of the work there done,.avas done for the patients. The House 
Committee, therefore, felt that it would not be right, even if they could, 
to apply these subscriptions and donations to the maintenance of these 
departments. . dir Humphry. mentioned the fact that in 1926, there were 
nearly 8,000 major operations performed in the operating theatres. of that 
Hospital, and nearly 3,000 specimens from living p rtients examined micro- 
scopically and reported upon, The diagnosis and treatment of medical 
cases depended largely on the assistance provided by tlre bacteriological and 
clinical pathologicat laboratories. The Jay public should be induced to realise 
that the departmentsof-pathology, bacteriology, and clipical pathology and 
bio-chemisyy were just a3 essential to a modern hospital as were the 
radiological department, the operating theatres and the wards. In declaring 
the institute open, Sir Humphry expressed the hope that it would help the 
workers in that great hospital in their fightagainst disease , that the workers 
in it would always maintain the noblest traditions ef their profession, and 
that its usefulness not only to that hospital, but to the nation at large, 
would show Mr. Bernhard Baron that his generosity had been well placed. 

Mr. BERNHARD BARON, in the course of a short speech, stressed the 
great work which was being done in the hospital, and expressed the hope 
that the institute would prove of great benefit to humanity at large. He

FURTHER QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the Honse of Commons on Monday, Colonel Howarn-Bury (C., 
Chelmsford) asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would undertake 
not to give away the concession for Dead Sea minerals without first 
informing the House of the conditions and terms of the concession. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: There is no question of giving away any con- 
cession for the extraction of various mineral salts from the waters of the 
Dead Sea. Negotiations are proceeding on behalf of the Palestine and 
Transjordan Governments with a view to safeguarding the interests of 
those Governments under any concession which may be granted. It 
would not be either practicable nor in accordance with precedent that the 
terms and conditions should be published before signature. 

Colonel HowAkD-BuRY: In view of the valuable nature of the potash 
concession to this country and the world in general, and the fact that 
Germany has a monopoly of potash, cannot the right hon. gentleman take 
the House into his confidence before giving this away? 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: There is no question of giving this away. I6 is 
not mine to give. Negotiations are proceeding on behalf of the mandatory 
Governments of Palestine and Transjordan. The question of possible 
relations to the German monopoly will be borne in mind. So much 
exaggeration has taken place about these deposits that I must utter a 
word of caution with regard to these deposits, which are not potash only. 

Colonel J. C. WEDGWoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme): Are we to 
understand that the royalties which are presumably to be derived from the 
sale of this potash will go to the Tranjordan and Palestine Governments? 
If so, in what shares, and will this Government get no contributions from 
these royalties 

Mr. OnmsBy-GORE : I think that question is premature. Negotiations 
have not gone very far. Icould not go into questions of the respective 
shares. The theory is that the frontier between Palestine and Transjordan 
runs somewhere down the middle of the Dead Sea. 

Colonel HOWARD-BURY asked whether negotiations for the Dead Sea 
salts concessions had been undertaken with Mr. Novomeysky or with 
Maior Tulloch, and what were Mr. Novomeysky’s qualifications. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: Negotiations are proceeding with these two 
sentlemen jointly. Mr. Novomeysky is an engineer with experience in 
the separation of mineral salts by evaporation ; and he has for sometime 
been carrying out experimental work on a small scale on the shore of the 
Dead Sea. 

Lieut.-Com. KENWORTHY: Is it not a fact that, besides being a 
distinguished engineer and chemist, Mr. Novomeysky is a Palestinian 
subject, and therefore a British protected subject? 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: He is a Palestinian. 

Mr. W. MILNE (C., Kidderminster) : Is not the real anxiety in this 
country not as to the names of the people who are given concessions, but 
that the concessions should remain in entirely British hands? 

Mr. OnMsSBY-GORE: Is the hon, gentleman aware that Article 15 of 
the Mandate of Palestine has to be respected ” 

Colonel HOWARD-BURY ; Is it nota fact that all the official negotiations 
are going through with Mr. Novomeysky, and that Major Tulloch is taking 
no part in them” 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: I am told that is not so, and that the meetings 
between the Crown Agents who are acting on behalf of the Palestinian” 
(;overnment have been attended by Major Tulloch and Mr. Novomeysky. 

On Tuesday, Col. HOWARD BuRY asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether, in view of the importance, particularly for agriculture, of the 
deposits of potash and bromine in and around the Dead Sea to the British 
Empire, be would take steps to obtain financial control of whatever 
company was formed to work these deposits, as in the case of the Anglo. 
Persian Oil Company. 

Mr. CHURCHILL: I have nothing to add to the answer given on 
November 30th by the Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies in reply 
to a similar question addressed to the Prime Minister. 

Col. HowaRbD BuRY: Could not my right hon. friend be as far seeing 
as those who took shares in the Anglo-Persian Oil Company or put money 
in the Suez Canal, and ensured an independent supply of oil for the 
impire, and could he not in a similar manner secure an indepedent supply 
of potash for the Empire. ; 

Mr. CHUCHILL: This matter was very fully dealt with on November 
‘0th by the Under-Secretary, and that is the department to which ques- 
tions dealing with these details should be referred. 


THE PALESTINE LOAN, 


Mr, ALBERY (C.. Gravesend), asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
if he would +tate, with reference to the new Palestine five per pent. loan, 
what the position of foreign investors was as regards income tax collection. 

Mr. CHURCHILL: Exemption from British income tax in respect of 
interest on the Palestine Government Five Per Cent. Guaranteed Stock 
1942 1967 may be claimed, in accordance with the provisions of the Income 


Tax Acts, by a person who is not resident in Great Britain or Northern 
Ircland. 


Dr. Weizmann in Roumania. 


GOVERNMENT SYMPATHY WITH ZIONISM. 


Dr. Weizmann has arrived in Bucharest, where he will lead the new 
Roumanian Acren Hayesod campaign. The Zionist leader has visited the 
British Ambassador and the Minister of the Interior, Mr. Duca. The 
latter renewed to Dr. Weizmann the declaration of sympathy with 
Zionism which was made to Mr. Sokolow, during his visit to Roumania, 
»y Mr. Duca, who was then Foreign Minister. The declaration stated : 
‘We hope here in Roumania that you will succeed in the work which you 
have aodertaken, to establish in Palestine a Jewish National Home—a 
task which you are carrying out with authority and with loyalty which ig 
unanimously recognised. The creation of this National Home is a 
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humanitarian work to which Roumania has contributed equally with 
other countries in her capacity asa member of the League of Nations. 
We see no objection to Jewish citizens of Roumania contributing to th: 
work which you are carrying out in Palestine at the cost of so muc) 
effort and sacrifice. The present Government, like its predecessors, ha; 
given its support for the raising of funds for the restoration of Palestin:. 
and we can assure you that we will follow your activity in the future wit}, 
the same goodwill.” Mr. Daca assured Dr. Weizmann also that th- 
Government would see to it that public order should be maintained in t}.. 
country, so that the Jewish population should be able to carry on it- 
work in peace, and declared that the Government was conscientious! y 
secking to to collaborate with the Jowish representatives. Dr. Weizmany 
thanked Mr. Duca for his expressions Of goodwill and his promise o!

whole country and see for himself the real position of the Jews. 


Prior to his departure from Germany, Dr. Weizmann lunched wi: 
Ministerial Director Schaffer, of the Ministry of Finance. He was also 
entertained at the house of Mr, Eugen Landau, where the guests included 
Professor Albert Einstein, Baron Richthofer, Legation Councillor 
Professor Sobernheim, representatives of the Foreign Ministry and othe:

Mr. Israel Cohen, General Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, |i1- 
issued a denial of the statement that he agreed with the attitude of thc 
representatives of Hungarian Jewry at a Conference under the Minist«r of 
Religious Worship, in opposing the Jegislation of the Hungarian Zionist 
Organisation. “Ou the contrary,” says Mr. Cohen, “I declared that thc 
attitude of thé representatives of Hungarian Jewry present was wrens 
and unjustified, and thatthe Zionist. Executive, despite this opposition. 
would continue its efforts to secure the legislation of the statutes of tlic 
Zionist Organisation.” 

Following on this démenti of Mr. Cohen, Chief Rabbi Koppel Reic!: 
has now deuied the report that a-Cherem was issued or that the Con- 
ference of Orthodox Rabbis was ever held.

Mr. I. M. Sieff said they must eradicate from their minds the idea 
that the Government would build up a National Home. Itdepended upon 
themselves.

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South-East London Synagogue. 
New Institute Consecrated. 

A large gathering assembled on Sunday last at 245, New Cross 
toad, when the new Institute of the South-Kast London Synagogue 
Literary Society was formally opened by Mr. Sidney Walters and 
consecrated by the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire. The pro- 
ceedings began with the presentation of a gold key to Mr. Walters 
by Mr. A. Lyons. 

Mr. WALTERS said that during the past few years a large number of 
co-religionists had come to reside in that neighbourhood and consequently 
they became anxious to acquire suitable accommodation for literary, 
social and recreative purposes for the general welfare of the rising 
veneration. Though at present they were only starting in a small way, 
they hoped as time went on to develop on a much larger scale. He also 
thanked Messrs. Gaskell Jacobs, the President, A. Lyons, Hon, Secretary 
of the Building Committee, and I’. M. Phillips, the Chairman. 

The gathering adjourned to the Synagogue where a special service 
was conducted by the Revs. A. Lewis and N. Goldston, assisted by the 
choir. 

The Cuter RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE delivered.an address, in 
the course of which he said that that special occasion Which brought them 
tovether was most gratifving, not alone to that congregation and the men 
and women who were directly responsible for raising that Institute, but 
it Was ¢ratifying to theentire Jewish Community. They had started that 
Institute for social and literary purposes : but, being organised in connec- 
tion with their Synagogue, it was truly a Jewish movement. The purpose 
of that Institute would be to deepen the sense of Jewish idealism in the 
minds of the young mcn and women and even the older men and women 
who would come there. ‘The Institute must be looked upon as a part of 
the Synagogue, to serve a good and great purpose in that congregation and 
in their community. And therefore he commended the continuation 
teaching which would be given there to adolescents. There were a great 
many influences at work to lure their young people away from Judaism, 
and they must use every means in their power to keep their young men 
and women true to the faith of their people. Judaism required of them 
to be true to their people, and to remain. within their community even if 
it required sacrifice of sentiment and affection. The training-of every 
Jewish child should be such that it should be filed with 

AN INDESTRUCTIBLE DESIRE TO REMAIN IN ISRAEL. 

One of the purposes of an institute of that nature was for social patherings 
under a Jewish intluence, where Jewish young men and young women 
could meet Jews and Jewesses in a Jewish atmosphere. That would fill 
them with a desire to remain within the camp, and prevent them from 
straying beyond, which almost invariably led to disaster. He believed 
that the people there would take their full share in the communal life of 
the Congregation and would identify themselves more and more with 
their people, rejoice in Israel's triumphs and mourn in Israel's mis- 
fortunes. He had been specially asked to refer to one matter, and that 
was Zionism. He understood that Zionism in that district was not as 
Nourishing as it ought to be, and he would like to see all those connected 
with the institute identify themselves with Zionist effort. It strengthencd 
the sense of Jewish responsibility, and it weakened a desire and a 
temptation to stray outside Israel. Zionism reinforced the teachings of 
the Synagogue. The Chief Rabbi coneluded by saying that it was his 
fervent hope and: prayer that all their fondest hopes and expectations 
concerning that newest institution would be fulfilled. 

The service ended with the singing of Psalm 150, Adon Olam, the 
National Anthem and Hatikvah. 

subsequently a reception was held in the classrooms. Mr. Gaskell 
Jacobs presided and extended a welcome to the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. 
Hlerfz and to Mr. Samuel Moses, M.A. They had all been deeply 
impressed by the address of the Chief Rabbi, he said. He congratulated 
all these responsible for the organisation of the Institute. 

‘The Rey. N. GOLDsTON said that they must all work in the spirit of 
brotherhood, peace and fellowship, and put aside petty grievances which 
might cropup in unforeseen circumstances, but which were often not 
grievances at all, but only imaginary ones, 

Mr. . M. PHILLIPS gave details of the Society since its establish- 
ment three years ago: and in that time, he said, they had collected the 
suin of £700 and had a membership of 200. Had it not been for the 
splendid work of the Board of Management of the Synagogue, they could 
not have reached so far. He appealed to all who were able, to join ; so 
that the Institute might flourish. They Already had a Friday night study 
circle and they proposed taking up the study of Hebrew. | 

The CHAIRMAN presented to Mrs, A. A. Werner a bureau bookcase in 
appreciation of her valuable work as Hon. Secretary. There was no 
doubt, he-said, that much of the success of the’ Society. was due to her; 
and they-had been able to open. the Institute free of debt because of her 
invaluable work, in which she had on all occasions been ably supported 
by her husband. 

Mr. P, associated himself with the Chairman's remarks, 
and Mrs. Werner suitably acknowledged the gift. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the Chairman on the motion of Mr, 
Werner. 

The new Institute has been very well equipped, chiefly as a result of 
the gencrosity and enthusiasm of the members. There are billiard rooms 
and alibrary. Gifts of books and games will be welcome. It is hoped 
Shortly to buil@ a hall and a gymnasium.’ The Society is affiliated to the 
South Londen Branch of the Union of Jewish Litegary Societies and the 
Jewish Athletic Association for Indoor Games."*

Napoleon's Cloak as Parocheth. 
From Mr. MOSES LEYVENE. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I have received a Hebrew booklet published in Jerusalem, 
entitled ‘“ Keminiscenées of the First Communal Leaders of Jerusalem,” 
in Commemoration of the One Hundredth Anniversary of the Founda: 
tion of the Ashkenazim Community in Jerusalem, compiled by Pinchas 
Greiewsky. 

Among the many interesting narratives in this booklet I find the 
following story: In the possession of Mr. Isaiah Luria of Jerusalem, 
who is now manager of the Carmel Oriental Wine Co. at Port Said, there 
is a curtain of the Ark of the Law that was made from Napoleon's cloak. 
This Parocheth was formerly lent to the synagogue in Yemin Moshe in 
Jerusalem by Rabbi Nathanie! Luria, and the latter's grandfather who 


-received the cloak from Napoleon himself, had it made into a Parocheth. 


It was in 1912, during the Russian Campaign, whea Napoleon was 
hotly pursued by the Russians, and he happened to have lost his bear. 
ings in the vicinity of Mohilev. Wandering about, he happened to 
come across Rabbi Joseph Jonah Luria in a field at eventide, when the 
latter was reciting his Mincha prayer. Napoleon recognising him to be 4 
Jew, confidently approached, and openheartedly implored his assistauce. 
“Noble Jew,” he said. “I am Napoleon. I deliver myself into your 
hands; save me. Show me a path of escape.” Rabbi Joseph Luria 
thereupon gladly complidd with Napoleon's request, and after 
ing him seven miles led him to safety. As an expression of gratitude, 
Napoleon removed his cloak and handed it to the Rabbi as a gift. This 
cloak was of green plush embroidered in gold and silver, and the Rabbi 
had it converted into a Parocheth. When his grandson migrated to th¢ 
Holy Land, he took with him this curtain and had it deposited indifferent 
places of worship.

CCCCXXII.—Legends and Marvels. 


iy DEAR COUSIN, 

All religious literature has its legends; to all the heroes of religion 
sere ascribed miracles both in their own lives and in their activities, 
Readers of the Old Testament will remember the miracles recorded in 
its pages ; readers of the New Testament are acquainted with even more 
jegends and wonders. But miracles and marvels do not end there; they 
are met with in the Greek sagas, in the holy books of India, even as far 
tast as China. It would seem that no ancient religious systems are 
altogether free from stories and legends in which miracles are the central 
theme, and the Talmud is no exception to this general rule. Anyone who 
tas read the “ Seven Legends” of Gottfried Keller will realise to the full 
how charmingly legendary fiction may be related. 

When all is said, human psychology is pretty much the same in all 
_ountries and ia allcenturies. Popular fancy has imagined that tho pious, 
the saints, those. who are beloved of God, are specially cared for by the 
Divinity. God is particularly considerate tohis darlings. Rabbi Chanina 
ben Dosa was as poor as he was learned. On Fridays his wife was in the 
habit of heating the oven and throwing anything that she could spare into 
it in order to give the appearance that she was making preparations for 
the Sabbath meal. An evil-minded neighbour, who had discovered the 
truth, came in one Friday afternoon in order to put the good man’s wife 
toshame. But she with the evil intent was circumvented, for a miracle 
occurred, and as she opened the oven door to see what was in, she found 
it bursting with loaves on the bake. 

One might describe this as a minor sort of miracle; the Talmud 
relates maby others more wondrous. On one occasion Rabbi Akiba and 
his disciples needed money for their college, and so hard put to-it were 
they that they were forced to borrow from a Roman matron who lived 
near the sea shore. Rabbi Akiba went to her in.the guise of a borrower, 
and she declared herself ready to lend him what he required on condition 
that God and the sea should be sureties. When the time for repayment 
came, Rabbi Akiba was sick, and the matron went to the sea and called 
upon God, saying: “ Lord of the Universe, it is apparent before Thee that 
Rabbi Akiba, being sick, is unable to repay the debt he owes me, and You 
are surety for him.” About that time the Emperor's daughter went out 
of ber mind and threw a casket of money and jewels into the sea, which 
the sea washed up again.just where the matron was pouring out her com- 
plaint. ‘She picked up the casket, and, on opening it, felt that her prayer 
had been answered. When Rabbi Akiba shortly after cailed upon her to 
repay his debt, she informed him that the sea had already: repaid her, 
and, indeed, she gave back to Akiba the sum in her — over and 
above her original loan. 

For the sake of the righteous the laws of nature are often 
stayed in their course. Not. alone for Joshua did the sun stand still ; 
the same*miracle happened to one of the heroes in the Talmud. One 
Friday afternoon, shertly before the Sabbath came in, Abba Tachna, 
loaded. with a burden, was returning: to the city. On” his way, 


- he came across @ sick wan lying by the roadside, who called out to him, 


“Of your charity carry me back into the town.” Abba Tachna was afraid 
lost by doing the sick man’s will he should break the Sabbath, but his 
sccond Lhoughts urged him not to omit this actof kindness. Laying aside 
the pack be was carrying, he took the sick man on his back, brought him 
into the city, and then returned tofetch his burden. But God, who never 
forsakes His beloved ones, allowed the sun on that day te shine beyond 
its norma] time, so thaf the incoming of the Sabbath was delayed, and 
Abba Tachna was afforded ample time to return to his home in peace. 
The New Testament story of the three kings who saw a star in the 
hast, which was supposed to announce the birth of a wonder child, has its 
parallels in the Jewish saga, not once but often. It is a favourite theme 
in aneient legends that-the -birth of remarkable men was sigualised by 


some extraordinary natural phenomenon. At the birth of Abraham the 


star-gazers Of Babylon saw-a planet which hfted itself up and swallowed 
four of its neighbours. _ Before the birth of Moses, Pharaoh had a wonder- 
fuldream. Beside bim stood an old man with a pair of scales: on one 
side were all the inhabitants of Egypt and. on the other was a single lamb 
which outweighed them all. . His. soothsayers interpreted the vision by 
foretelling the birth of a child among the Israelites who would destroy 
the Egyptian kingdom. 

Sometimes. hidden piety was the cause of miracles. Thore is a story 
told of a certain man, who had turned his back on his brethren and was 
responsible for much suffering inflicted on his people; coming one day to 
Rabbi Judah the Pious and requesting him to impose what penalty he 
thought. t upen him, seeing he was willing to repent and return to 


Judaism. In his wrath- Rabbi Judah lifted up his staff and said: “As 


little as .this stick is likely to produce leaves and blossom, go little may 
you hope for forgiveness.” What was the surprise of Rabbi Judah to 
observe that his staff actually did bear leaves and blossom. He sent for 
the culprit and re-admitted him to the fold. On makirg inquiries Rabbi 
Judah discovered that the miracle occurred because on one occasion the 


inan had whole-heartedly protected his brother against a false accusation. 


The saints by virtue of their prayers are able to heal the sick and 
even bring the dead to lifé. The Talmud relates many instances of such 


marvels; Rabbi Chanina ben Dosa appeared to have been specially gifted . 


im this way. On one occasion, when the son of Rabbi Gamaliel was sick 


unto death, Rabbi Chanina prayed for the youth and he recovered. On 
another occasion he achieved the same end for the son of Rabbi Yochanap 
ben Zakkai. Of Rabbi Chananya the story is told that he withdrow from 
his home for twelve years, during which time: he busied himself solely 
with the study of the Torah. When at the end of this long period he 
came home, his wife Wied on the spot, because she was so unexpectedly 
a an Rabbi Chananya prayed to God for her and she was restored 
life. 

The gift of prophecy is likewise the special portion of those who may 
rightly call themselves beloved of God. It is related of the High Priest, 
Simon the Just, that -he himself foretold the year of his death, and when 
questioned as to how he knew, he replied: “ On every Day of Atonement, 
as I was doing service in the Holy of Holies, an old man in white 
garments appeared beside me, acconrpanied we into the sanctuary and 
came out with me as Il came out. This yearthe old man came clothed in 
black garments, and although he cutered into the sanctuary with me, be 
did not- leave it in my cempany.” Prophecy was ascribed not only. to 
persons faimons in ancient history, but also to those who lived im a later 
age. So well known and beloved was the Bible commentator, Rashi, 
among the Jews that round his name too there grew a thicket of legends. 
It is related that. before Godfrey of Bouillon-set out on the First Crusade 
(1096), he consulted the learned Rabbi as to the probable. outeomeé of his 
venture. Rashi told him that victory would be his, that he would 
capture the Holy City and be crowned king within it, but that in the end 
the Saracens would retake Jerusalem, and so great would be the 


destruction of the Crusaders that only three men and one horse's head — 


would return home. The events occurred as Rashi had foretold. Godfrey 
returned to Worms with four men aud one horse. As thie poor cavalcade 
Was passing through the gates of the city, a beam fell upon one. man and 
killed him as wellas-the horse, whose head ovas already within the: city 
precincts. Godirey. remembered Rashi'’s prophecy and went to seck out 
the prophet todo him honour. He was too late. Rashi.was dead. All 
that Godfrey conid do was to mourn the death of so good a maw, and that 
he did in all sincerity. Asa matter of history Godfrey died in Jerusalem 
in the year 1100, whereas Rashi outlived him by five years. The legend 
remained despite the ascertained facts of history. 

Picty also gave its possessors power over angels and devils. The 
Talmud telis the tale how on one occasion an cvit decree was issued by 
the Roman Emperor ageinst the Jews. Rabbi Sinton ben Yoehai aceom.- 
panied Rabbi Biazar to Rome in order to appeal to the Emperor to with. 
draw the rescripf. On the way a demon called Ben Talmiou appeared to 
Rabbi Simon, and offered to assist him in his mission. The demon 
preceded the two Rabbis to Rome, entercd into the daughter of the 
Emperor, who, possessed of the devil, screamed for Rabbi Simon. 
Arrived in Rome, the Rabbi was sent for with all speed to come to the 
Imperial court and expel the evil &pirit from the princess. This he did, 
and as a reward he obtained his request: the harsh decree was recalled. 

Bat-evil spirits and demons also take delight in attempting to frustrate 
the good works of the pious. Onc of the classical illustrations is the 
experience of Abraham on his way to Mount Moriah to offer up his son 
Isaac. One version of the story is that Satan in the guise of an old wan 
upbraided Abraham for his sinfulnessin even thinking of sacrificing Isaac. 
Unable to make any impression on Abraham, Satan appeared as a 
young man to Isaac, urging him not to obey his father, for life is sweet 
and there is time enough for death when one is old. Unable to influence 
Isaac, Satan made his way to Sarah, and so frightened her by the news 
that she would never see her son again, that she diced on the spot. 

A collection of Jewish legendary lore would fill many volumes with 
stories of no small interest. As it is, the Talmud contains hundreds of 
legends and miracles.. The Midrash is particularly rich in them, and 
almost all the legendary miracles of the Gaspels could easily be paralleled 
in the pages of the Midrash. This is but another proof that, when all is 
said, the Gospels are a sort of Christian Midrashim.

Feuchtwanger’s New Novel. 


“THe UGLY DUCHESS,” by Lion Feucht wanger (Martin Secker, 7s. 6d.), 
translated from the German by Willa and Edwin Muir, isa kaleidoscopic 
pageant of Central European ccurt intrigue in historical times, unfolded 
with brilliant colour and in masterly style. The work is another great 
creation of that great Jewish novelist who sprang into fame in England on 
the appearance of his book, “Jew Suss.” Althongh “The Ugly Duchess" 
may be in some respects less dramatic than his previous triumph, possibly 
because the theme does not well up from the author's soul with such 
burning conviction, yct the characterisation in this later novel is marvel- 
lous in its depth and vigour. Mr. Feachtwanger combines a wide and 
facile vocabulary with a clear yet definitely individual style of narrative 
that is readily grasped and at the same time stamped with the driving 
force of conviction. A brilliant piece of characterisation is the drawing 
of the Duchess herself, who, despairing of improving her physical ugliness, 
turns her attention to study and politics and governs her lands with 
shrewd capability. She is nick-named “Duchess Maultasch” (sack- 
mouth) by a crudely derisive populace. In peremptory fashion she 


turns out an unsatisfactory first husband and weds, in defiance of the 


Church of Rome, the Margrave Ludwig, naming her new residence, 
with characteristic irony, Castle Maultasch. Under the Duchess’s 
protection, the Jew, Mendel Hirsch, is. allowed to settle in Tyrol 
with his family. Hirsch, a grateful little “mobile flea of a man” 
became indispensable to the Duchess in solving her various financial 
problems. “He was ugly and different. He wore a mask. She was 
the Maultasch, he the Jew. Little by little more Jews came into the 
country. . . . Money flowed in, the towns became greater, more luxurious, 
the streets better. . . . The mountain land lived more richly, more 
comfortably.” It was with unfeigned horror and dismay that the 
Duchess heard of the ultimate slaughter of “ her Jews.” Mr. Feuchtwanger 
possesses an unerring grasp of psychology and a genius for unfolding the 
intricacies of the historical novel. ‘There can be no question but that he 
is a master of his art and his subject. He affords his readers a more 
valuable insight into the spirit of the past than could be obtained by 
reading innumerable text books on Europe at the time he writes of. His 
work is inspired with colour depth and a profound understanding of the 
chavgeless in humanity.

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Jewish faith in the United States. The Peopleof the Book have always 
felt a peculiar affection for Lincoln, whose life was so influenced by the 
Bible. Their spokesmen have given memorable expression to their 
understanding and love in historic addresses. The collection of these 
utterances in the pulpit or on the platform has necessitated a long and 
arduous search for almost inaccessible Lincoln pamphlets. Many of them 
are only obtainable at prohibitive prices ; the majority have disappeared 
from circulation and, but for this compilation, would have been lost 
beyond all hope of recovery. Jewish leaders who were contemporaries 
of Lincoln, and therefore expressive of the time, are hero represented. 
so are the men of the Reconstruction Period, and the brilliant figures of 
to-day. The Chief Rabbi contributes a Foreword, and Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler is responsible for the Introduction. There are also repro- 
ductions of rare portraits and documents. ‘The Tribute of the Syna- 
gogue,” is a book both for the Lincoln collector and for all admirers of 
the Great Emancipator. 
Theology. 


“ THE RISE OF GENTILE CHRISTIANITY,” by Dr. F. J. Foakes-Jackson 
(Hodder and Stoughton, 8s. 6d.), is the outcome of lectures delivered not 
only to Christian andiences, but also almost in their entirety to the 
Jewish Institute of Religion in New York. The author hopes that his 
work may be of interest, not only from the importance of the subject, but 
as an attempt to present the story of early Christianity to highly educated 
Jews. Dr. Foakes-Jackson’s object is to explain a strange phenomenon 
in history, and to express a hope that Jew and Christian after their age- 
long separation may once more nite in the noblest of all efforts, that of 
bringing man to love and obey God, and so to hasten the coming of the 
Kingdom of God upon earth, which cannot be done if they remain apart 
in hostile camps, contemptuously disregarding the efforts of the best 
members of either communion to bring about at least a mutual under- 
standing. The book is dedicated by Dr. C. G. Montefiore. 


Memoirs. 

“IMPRESSIONS AND MEMORIES,” by Lord Ribblesdale (Cassell, 15s), 
is a volume of reminiscences on which the author was engaged in writing, 
when he was overtaken by the long illness from which he did not recover. 
The book now appears, edited by his daughter, Lady Wilson, who also 
contributes a Preface. The work is a gem of autobiography. It makes 
us know and understand the man and realise the secret of his great gift 
for attracting loving friendship. In 1895 he stayed at the Chatean de 
Laversine with the Baron Gustave de Rothschild, and though he 
greatly enjoyed the expedition, he complained of the tameness of 
the country and the “heavy going” over plots of intense cultivation, which 
it pained him to gallop across. It is generally held that Queen 


_Victoria’s regard for Lord Beaconsfield was to some extent due to the 


flattering things he said to her. But Lord Ribblesdale believed that 
in business the Queen would not be easily caught by such talk. He thinks 
that Lord Beaconsfield knew how to put her at her case, He gives an 
excellent thumb-nail portrait of Lord Beaconsfield’s first appearance in the 
House of Lords. By that time the vesture had waxed old: ‘Beaconsticld 
looked ill and tired, but he made his colleagues—with the exception of 
Lord Salisbury—appear insignificant. He sat with his arms folded and 
his head bowed on a large expanse of undulating shirt-front. Once or 
twice Lord Beaconsfield put up his eyeglass with the dexterity of long 
habit, but the pose of impassive superciliousness was in no way dis- 
turbed, nor did he appear to take any sort of interest in the proceedings 
or composition of the Upper House. On an occasion of cross-voting on 
non-party measures, when they were going in the same lobby, Lord 
Beaconsfield said to Lord Ribblesdale, * Always remember it is some- 
thing to have belonged to a succession of glorious minorities.” One of 
the plate Hlustrations in the volume is a water-colour sketch by Lord 
Ribblesdale, entitled, “A Rothschild Pensioner at Waddesdon,” and dated 
November 16th, 1884. This intensely fascinating volume is charmingly 
written and is essential for all interested in the history of the Victorian 


era and our own time.

He referred 
particularly to the settlement of many local difficulties, as well as to the 
step which was being taken to found a Convalescent Home for Jewish 
children.

The Rev. J. F. Stern. 


From Mr. J. KOSSICK (Lecturer East London (S.A.) Technical College). 
To the Editor of THB JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—As one who worked among the Jewish community in the Kast 
End of London for many years with my friend the Rev. J. F. Stern—-who 
has now retired—I should like—with your kind permission and the aid of 
your valuable paper—to bear testimony to the excellence of his work, 

I go back a matter of about thirty-one years, when, through the 
endeavours of Mr. Stern, an innovationin the choir—I was then the choir- 
master—was made by the engagement of female voices, and although 7. 
small number of seatholders protested, the marked improvement in the 
efficiency of the choir brought over the opposition party. : 

Sabbath Classes under my direction were held regularly in the Stepney 
Jewish Schools. I well remember that the children attending those 
classes came from about sixteen Board Schools. The average attendance 
was over 300. The Rev. J. F. Stern visited these classes periodically and 
addressed and questioned the pupils. 

In conjunction with the Sabbath Classes Mr. Stern conducted after- 
noon services throughout the year. These services were largely attended. 

A pupil of the Sabbath Classes generally read the portion of the Law 
and all the services were fully choral. 

In addition to those by the Rey. J. F. Stern, addresses were delivered 
by visiting ministers among whom were the Chief Rabbi, Dr. H. 


- Adler, Rev. I. Levy, B.A., and students of Jews’ College, D. I. Freedman, 


B.A., A. Feldman, B.A., B. N. Michelson and the late 5, Alfred Adler (son 
of the late Chief Rabbi.) 

No minister to my recollection took such an interest in the welfare and 
Jewishness of the rising generation of the East End as Mr. Stern.

will not let thee go, except thou bless me.” —Genesis 27 


This is not the first time Jacob has sought a blessing. The one he 
previously obtained seems so far to have profited him but little. It is 
but a poor fulfilment of a blessing that has involved him in twenty 
years’ hard toil, an exile from his father’s home. True, he has wrested 
from those years of toil “flocks and herds, serving men and women.” He 
bas achieved a measure of material prosperity whose record will, he 
thinks, make its appeal to his worldly-minded brother. But in that 
strange encounter with the wrestling angel of which the text speaks, 
these things do not seem to count. “He has sent over the river all that 
he has.” He is left alone to work out his own destiny, face to 
face with the reality of things. The nature of the blessing he 
asks from the angel may be’ gathered from the response to 
his request. There is nothing in it of the fatness of the earth, or of 
the corn and wine with which his father had blessed him, It is 
something much less tangible that he now secks and obtains. It ismarked 
only by a change of name, But the meaning of the new name is Clear. It 
is a patent of nobility for the man who has conquered and prevailed, 
And, lest there should be any misapprehension on the point, it is 
listinctly stated that the triumph has of been a physical one. The 
victor has been wounded and lamed in the struggle. Yet “the sun rises 
for him,” as he also gives a new name to the scene of the encounter. Tor 
he has seen God face to face, and his soul has been set free. 

Clearly blessiags vary, and vary largely according to our own aims 
and purposes, Those who value most the mundane gifts of life, may or 
may not receive the blessings that they crave. They cannot grasp 
spiritual gifts to which they never have attuned their soul. The Heavenly 
voice eludes them. Yet, for them also, a moment may arrive when a new 
vision dawns upon them with all its wondrous possibilities. “Men at 
some time are masters of their fate.” To all our questions there is an 
answer Waitiogin the world. “ We thrust ourselves against the wall, it 
replies with resistance, We bend to the flower; it smiles at us in its 
beauty, it rewards us with its fragrance. We question nature with 
it is ready with its answer. All these apparently silent 
things are but waiting to make themselves understood.” The response 
in nature depends on the kind of material on which its forces work.

We can 
build with her oaks or her granites to-day, just as men did a thousand 
years ago. Not least noteworthy in the response of natore is the patient 
way in which she warts, There are depths of unknown value in her 
elements, all asking for an interpreter, despite the myriads who 
constantly haadle them without understanding. Yet she will grant her 
secrets freely to these ready for. the answer and equal to the revelation. 
steadily, patiently she is educating the mind in us, that we may under- 
stand and interpret fhe mind ion her. Much of the education that nature 
offers ia her school consists of the accidents and catastrophes which the 
honesty of her rules and regulations imposes upon us. But it is a school 
that implies a wonderful trust in its pupils, . Nature brings us up against

Happy 
“Unhappy Yet Happy.” 


K. PERETZ HIRSHBEIN, the Jewish dramatist and 
author, was born in 1880 in the Province of Grodno, 
Kussian Poland. He was a Yeshibah Bachur, studying 
Talmud till he was twe nty years of age. Then he turned 

to secular studies and the pursuit of literature. Hebrew 

was his first medium, and his earliest writings were in that tongue 

— and dramas. In 1906 he began to write in Yiddish, and he 

became the “father’’ of the modern Yiddish 

drama, succeeding to the mantle’ of Goldfaden. 

He organised the Yiddish theatre in Eastern 

Europe, acd from 1908 to 1910 he toured the 

principal Jewish centres of Russia and Poland. 

In 1911 he left for America, where he continued 

duis literary activities. When the war broke out 

he was in the Argentine. Since the war he has 
been travelling round the world. He has visited 

South America, Australia, New Zealand and South 

Africa, and latterly bas been in China, Japan, 

India, Egypt and Palestine. He has written about 

fifty plays, six folumes of travel sketches, a 

volume of prose poems, a book of Ivrical essays, a 

number of children’s stories, and a wodrk on the 

life of the spider. He is, in addition, a fine musician and painter. 

In which part of the world have you found the Jew happiest? our 
representative asked. 

“TI found him happiest yet unhappiest in America and unhappiest 
yet happiest in Palestine,” Mr. Hirshbein cryptically replied. 

“When I say that the Jew is happy yet: unbappy-in America,” 
explained Mr, Hirschbein, “I mean that there he is most prosperous 
materially but most miserable spiritually. His body is in comfort but 
his soul is in purgatory, I have observed the Jewish settlement in 
America for the last fifteen years, and I am convinced that our people 
brought to the New World across the Atlantic the best traditions of their 
old ghetto home, and tbe tragedy is that they have lost them there. ‘They 
brought with them great energy and vitality, America has been built up 
of the protestants of all nations, and -the Jews has been the greatest 
protestants ofall, The Jewish immigrants were most of all protestants 
in the social sense. They were out tocreatea new order. The American 
city is the antithesis of the Ghetto slum. I can best liken the Jewish 
energising power to that of yeast, The Jewsarea fermenting element. New 
York was borne to the skies by Jewish ‘uplift.’. And yet this service of the 
Jewish citizens of the United States bas not been recognised. The Jews 
have striven to be super-Americans, and for their pains are still regarded 
as parasites. The situation is tragi-comic. If the Jews did not represent 
a political power by reason of their votes the tragedy would be enhanced. 
The Jews have plunged into the melting pot, and they have not recognised 
and the Americans have not recognised that by this absorption the dews 
are losing just the force that has enabled them to make such a substantial 
contributionto the greatness of America. Like Samsonof old they have been 
shorn of their Jewish locks and their strength bas departed. lam an 
American citizen myself, and L think the melting-pot is the worst possible 
idea for America. There should be a union but not a fusion of racer, 
leach element—the Irish, the ttalians, the Germans, the Slavs,.the Jews 

—-can contribute something useful to the State, but if they are al? melted 
down into a mongrel amalgam each will lose its vital force, and the result 
will be a lamentable human travesty. By preserving the identity of its 
racial constituents the United States‘of America wouid be able to serve 
as a fine model for the United States of Europe, an ideal the realisation of 
which would make for the peace of the world. | 

“And I say the Jew is unhappy-bappy in Palestine,” continued Mr. 
Hirshbein, ‘““béecaase the spiritual happiness‘of individual Jews there is 
tinged by the ‘khowledge that our aspirations are greater than the pdssi- 
bilities. Withisome vighteen million Jews in the world, Palestine can lever 
outweigh. thedliaspora : thetailcan never wag the dog. Instead of Palestine 
controlling.the Galuth, the Galuth- will @tways control Eretz Lisrael. 
Instead of Ziohism being a democratic movement expressing the pure 
principles of Jewish democracy it is being worked out on essentially 
avistocratic ‘lines. There is no free expression of ‘the spirit of 
the’ people at all. Even a language is forced down the people's 
throats; ‘Probably 99 per cent. of the Jews going to Palestine 
speak or understand “Yiddish, yet for the sake of a few Yemenites 
and English-speaking settlers Hebrew is forced uponthem. Nor can the 
Jew in Palestine express*himselt as he wills politically or even geographi- 
cally. I regard the Balfour Declaration, in so far as it ties a Jewish 
Palestine to the chariot wheels of England, as a great disaster. Ifthere 
is to’ bea free Jewish people we should not have to consider British 
interests in the development of Palestine, For-the sake of the British 
navy & harbour is te-be Huilt at Haifa whereas one at Jaffa would suit the 
. Jewish: colonies better. But Britain has to be considered first. Even the 
railways are builé according to British strategic interests not as will best 
serve the Jewish National Home. The Jewish Palestine is sandwiched 
between a hostile Egypt and Syria solely because of England, and the Jews 
are used as sticks to beat England with. Palestine is overrun with people 
intriguing against England to the great detriment of the Jewish National 
Home, Left to themselves the Jews would have the goodwill! of all their 
neighbours. They would-uplift the Arabs and fulfil their historie re of

, Miss Nettie Adler, P., when asked for her opinion, said that if the whole 
of the work for young people were being begun afresh it might be desirable 
to frame a parallel scheme. ~But with the large number of organisations 
already in existence, it would only be possible to achieve success if the various 
leagues, literary societies. Young Israel societies and clubs were willing to 
sink something of their freedom _by federation. A federation of the Lads’ 
Chibs, she added, was already in existence. 

Vhe Rev. Michaet Adler, D.S.0., BA., Acting Senior. Chaplain to His 
Majesty's Forces, expressed himself as follows :

Settlement; did not favour the suggestion, because, in his opinion, adolescence 
required the individual. touch.. Such an association would simply be a social 
centre and nothing else.

to be established in the States was in New York in 1874. -The functions of © 
the New York branch are philanthropic and benbvolent. - The, social work 
includes publi lectures by. prominent citizens, literary and debating. meetings, 
free classes in Bible, Hebrew, stenography, book-keeping, mec hanicet drawing 
and other subjécts.as well as physicalculture.

National Board of Education. 
[From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK. 


The national convention of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations 
has just been concluded at New York. About 300 delegates, representing 
congregations affiliated to the organisation, attended, Rabbi Herbert 8. 
Goldstein was re-elected President of the Union and Dr. Leo Jung, Rabbi 
of the New York Jewish Centre, was re-elected President of the 
Rabbinical Council. Rabbi H. R. Gold, of New Orleans, Rabbi Rosen- 
bloom, of New York, and Rabbi S. Levy, of Perth Amboy, were elected 
Joint Secretaries. | 

It was decided to create an Orthodox National Board of Jewish 
Education for the purpose of unifying the curricula in the Hebrew schools 
and Talwud Torahs of America. The launching of a campaign for 
250,000 dollars to organise the Orthodox Congregations and strenghten the 
Union was also agreed to. 

Mr. William Green, President of the American Federation of Labour, 
gave an address on the Five Day Working Week, and the Union declared 
itself in favour of its introduction into industry. Mr. Green also touched 
on the immigration problem, and said that his Organisation was seeking 
to eliminate the hardships resulting from the separation of families under 
the present regulations. Economic necessity, he said, had driven the 
American Federation of Labour to adopt a policy for the restriction of 
immigration. Only through a normal absorption of the newly-arrived 
could the standard of living of the American worker be raised. Mr. Green 
concluded with a tribute to the many thousands of Jewish workers 
affiliated to his Organisation. :

The new elections of Judges in New York have resulted in the returi 
of five Jews, Messrs. Abraham Horowitz, Joseph Rosalsky, Myron 
Sulzberger, David Lewis and Leopold Prince as Judges of the New York 
City Courts. Messrs. Harry Sherman and Henry Shimmel have been 
elected Judges of the New York Supreme Court. Mr. William Hessberg 
has been returned as Sheriff of the King’s County. Messrs. M. Graubard, 
M. W. Stand and W. Solomon have been elected members of the 
Manhattan Legislative Assembly. Mr. L. J. Jacobson has been returned 
&® member of the New York Senate. Twelve new Jewish members have 
heen elected to the New York Municipality. 


American Immigration Restrictions. 
Committee to Urge Amendments. 


The fight for the repeal of the “national origins” clause of the 
Immigration Act of 1924 is being renewed. A committee for the elimina- 
tion of this legislation has established headquarters in Washington, and 
will urge action at the coming session of Congress. , 

The purpose of this committee, it is explained, is to arouse the 
American people to the “infamy” of the ‘restrictive and discriminatory 
legislation contained in the new Immigration Law by which the number 
of immigrants who may annually come from Great Britain will exceed 
the total number permitted to come from all the other nations of Europe.” 

The directors of the movement are Judge Sweeney, National Presi- 
dent of the Ancient Order of Hibernians; Former Congressman Michael 
Donohoe, of Philadelphia; and Dr. Edward F.’ MeSweeney, of the 
American Irish Historical Society, and a prominent authority on 
immigration.

As a result of Jewish protests against the film “The King of Kings,” 
the B'nai B'rith organisation of America has been asked to act in an 
advisory capacity to thé filrh industry in that country, so that there shal) 
be no presentation of pictures likely to Offend Jews or stir up prejudice 
against them. 

Mr. Will Hays, former Postmaster General of the United States, and 
now President of the Motion Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, invited Mr. Alfred M. Cohen and Pr. Boris Bogen, the President 
and Secretary of the B'nai B’rith of America, to a conference in New York 
recently, at which the proposal was discussed. | 

Mr. Hays, in opening the proceedings, said that he saw the motion 
picture's vast possibilities for good and evil, and desired above all else 
that it should be an instrument for the greatest good and for better 
understanding between racial and religious groups. 

An exchange of letters followed the conference. In the course of a 
letter to Mr. Cohen, Mr. Hays wrote: “It is, as you know, our most 
earnest purpose to avoid in picture anything that will offend any race or 
ereed. To that end, as I have told you, we do earnestly desire the co- 
operation of your distinguished Order, recognising its splendid quality 
and how thoroughly representative it is of Jewish opinion. Let me again 
assure you, too, of my hope that you will keep in close touch with us, as 
we will with you, and that you will freely let us have your opinion, as we 
will feel free to ask it, on all matters which may aid in our mutual 
objective.” | 

Mr. Cohen replied : ‘I give you assurance that the Order will, to the 
full measure of its ability, co-operate with you in your effort to present 
the Jew on-the screen in a way that will not offer reasonable cause for 
complaint. I therefore cordially beg of you that you freely avail your- 
self of my willingness to co-operate.” 


Ford's “ International Jew” Dispute. 


German Publisher Denies Withdrawal. 


Ex-Deputy Theodor Fritsch, the German publisher of Mr. Henry 
Yord’s “ The International Jew,” is making another attempt to evade the 
carrying out of the pledge given by Mr. Ford that “The Internationa) 
Jew” would be withdrawn from circulation in all languages. He has 
just issued a statement in which he says that up to November 23rd, he has 
received no letter from Mr. Ford telling him to stop publishing and circr- 
lating the book. He refuses to believe the Press reports that such a 
letter was set to him by Mr. Ford, and therefore the sale of “The 
International Jew ” is being continued. 

A statement was issued in Berlin on November lith, that ex-Deputy 
Fritsch had received a letter from Mr. Ford ordering him to stop the 
further publication and circulation of “The International Jew.” The 
news was published in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of November 18th. 


Yeshiba College of America. 


Endowment Fund Campaign. 


Mr. Jacob Fabian, a theatre owner and prominent Jewish philanthro- 
pist of New Jersey, has given 50,000 dollars towards the 500,000 dollars 
campaign recently inaugurated in that State for the completion of the 
Yeshiba College of America. 

A contribution of 50,000 dollars towards an Endowment Fund has 
been made by Mr. Mendel Gottesman, President of the Hudson Trading 
Company. The Fund, which wiil be known as the “ Mr. and Mrs. Mende! 
Gottesman Fund,” will be administered by the Yeshiba Endowment 
Foundation, Inc., which was recently incorporated under the laws of the 
State of New York. The annual income of the Gottesman Fund will be 
divided as follows: Forty per cent. of the income will be expended for 
the general maintenance of the Yeshiba, and sixty per cent. will be 
employed to create a special scholarship fund for the assistance of mer'- 
torious students in the institution. Mr. Gottesman is Vice-Chairman o! 
the Yeshiba College Building Fund. 


Jewish Expulsions from Hungary. 
. Strange Position in the Universities, 
[From our Correspondent. VIENNA. 

Reliable information has reached‘Vienna that the Hungarian Minister 
of the Interior had issued a secret.order for the expulsion from Hungary 
of Jewish tradesmen who are not Hungarian subjects. The Ministeria! 
instructions are that the expulsions should be earried out quietly, so a+ 
not to attract attention abroad. At the same time, the Premier's Pres- 
Department has warned the Press not to publish any news which can 
harm the prestige of Hungary abroad. 

The Vienna ARBEITER ZEITUNG, in discussing the agitation whic! 
has accompanied the proposed amendments to the numerus clausu 
law, calls it the thin end of the wedge in a “movement 
‘for the total expnision of Jews from Hungary. “The azita- 
tion,” it say, “is seeking to extend the war agzinst the Jews ©! 
Hungary along the whole line of economic: activity with a view to 
driving the Jews gradually out of-all-theit present occupations. This i+ 
to be accompanied by a systematic movement to expel’from the country 
Jewish merchants and workers. who haye been resident for scores 0! 
‘years in Hungary. The Government: is exercising a strict censorship on 
alk news going out ofthe country:to prevent foreign public opimion bein;, 
ae regarding the terrible position in which the Hungarian Jews are 

The Government.has denied the-rumours which have been circulated 
in Budapest that it has been decided to redraft the Bill. The President 
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of the Hungarian Chamber has announced that the Bill will be definitely . 


placed before the Education Committee of the Chamber prior to the 
Christmas holidays. 

The present situation in the provincial Universities is rather curious, 
for the usual order of things has been entirely reversed. The Jewish 
students arc now the only ones to attend lectures. The Christian 
students have decided to boycott the lectures, because they are unwilling 
to attend them together with the Jews and at the same time feel them. 
selves bound by the pledge given by Deputy Goemboes and other 
anti-semitic leaders that there will be no disturbances at the universities 
while the Numerus Clausus Amendment Bill is before Parliament. 

Violent anti-Jewish attacks are reported to have occurred along 
the railway line Maros-Vasarhely-Kiuj. At all the stations, Jewish 
passengers were attucked and very many were seriously injured. The 
police have been unable to cope with the widespread disturbances. 


Attack on Hungarian Rabbis. 
Awakening Magyars Demonstration. 


While a conference of Orthodox Jews attended by about seventy 
Rabbis was in progress at Salgo Taryan, in Hungary, a band of members 
of the Union of Awakening Magyars carried out a violent assault on the 
Hall in which the Conference was being held. Throughout the morning 
and afternoon stones were thrown at the building. Many crashed through 
the windows and a number of the participants, including several Kabbis, 
were injured. All the windows of the synagogue were smashed. The 
authorities did not intervene until the evening when a big force of police 
drew a cordon round the synagogue and prevented further disturbances. 


Prussian Students Defy Government. 


Coalition with Anti-Semitic Organisations. 


[From our Correspondent. BERLIN. 

The Prussian Minister of Education, Dr. Becker, recently ordered 
the student bodies at the Prussian universities to rescind their decision 
to join the Aryan anti-Semitic Students’ Organisation. The Students 
have decided to ignore the order, and have thus brought themselves into 
direct conflict with the Government. The State support at present 
enjoyed by student bodies as legally recognised organisations, has becn 
withdrawn‘ in consequence. The democratic students have decided to 
leave the Prussian Students’ Federation and to form a new body which 
will be tacitly supported by the Government, although it will only. repre- 
sent a minority of the students. : 

Widespread indignation is expressed at the action of Mr. von Kendell, 
the Federal Minister of the Interior, in intervening on behalf of the 
students. This was done in spite of his official position, and in his 
capacity as leader of the Nationalist Party. The Press demands that 
either a full apology be tendered by Mr. von Kendell to Mr. Becker or 
his resignation be demanded by the Federal Premier. 


Protection of Jewish Minorities. 


German Committee Formed. 


At a meeting held in Berlin last Friday it was decided to forma 
German Committee for the Protection of Jewish Minority Rights in 
Kastern and Southern Europe. Mr. Leo Motzkin outlined the plan for the 
Committee. Among those who will take an active interest in the work 
will be Professor Albert Einstein, Dr. Klee, Professor Sobernheim, Dr. M. 
Soloweitschik, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Dr. Kollenscher, Advocate Grone.- 
mann, Dr. Tcherikower and Mr. 8. Rudel. 


Minorities Bloc for’ Polish Elections. 


Jewish “Participators” Terrorised. 


The bloc of minority nationalities which had been formed to contest — 


the forthcoming general elections in Poland includes the Ukrainians. 
White Russians, Germans, Jews and Lithuanians. Only the democratic 
sections of the various minorities are participating, Socialist groups such 
as the White Russian and Ukrainian Socialist Parties, the Jewish Social 
Party Bund and the Poale Zion taking no part in the bloc. 

The Zionists of Eastern and Western Galicia have decided to remain 
outside the U/oc on account of the demand of the Ukrainians of Galicia 
that all seats in Lemberg obtained by the minorities bloc should be 
allocated to Ukrainian representatives. The Orthodox Jewish Party, 
Agudat Yisracl, also is standing outside the b/oc, although it took part in 
the minorities bloc of 1922. 

A non-Jewish member of the Executive of the Congress of National 
Minorities said last week in Berlin that the political outlook for the Jews 
in Poland is extremely grave in view of their connection with the 
minorities bloc. ‘The Government parties and the Nationalist groupings, 
who are trying to smash the bloc,” he affirmed, “are concentrating all 
their storm forces against its weakest element, the Jews. The attack 
upon Deputy Gruenbaum, who carried on the negotiations on behalf of 
the Jews for the formation of the bloc, was-followed by a kind of Press 
pogrom of an intensity rarely known before in Poland. Persons who 
stand close to the Government are trying to intimidate and terrorise the 
Jewish politicians. In private conversations with them, they utter dire 
thréats about what is going to happen if the Jews persist in working 
‘together with the national minorities. Jewish merchants are warned that 
their credits will be with@rawn by the State Bank. Jewish politicians are 
threatened with imprisonment. If the Jews stand together with the 
éther minorities, they will be able to secure their proportionate representa- 
tion.in Parliament. If they stand ot of the minorities bice they will not 
 @nly be wiped out in the elections, but they will be denounced-as traitors 
to the cause of the minorities.”

POSSIBLE AGREFMENT BETWEEN AGUDAH AND VA4D LEUMIH. 


Dr. Pinchas Kohn, the President of the Agudat Yisrael World 
Organisation, who is now on aitvisit to Palestine, has had a friendly 
discussion with the National Council of Palestine Jews (Vaad Leumi) 
with regard to the position of the extreme Orthodox groupings under the 
Palestine Jewish Communities Ordinance. Dr. Kohn explained that the 
Agudch members were compelled to form separate communities because 
they could not find their place within the general Jewish communities on 
account of the differences which exist on the question of votes for women 
and also regarding the form of education in the Jewish schools. The 
discussions are to be continued and it is possible that a modus vivendi will 
be found, to avoid splitting up the Jewish Community in face of the 
Palestine Government and the outside - world. | 

_Itis understood that the Aygudat Yisrael and the Vaad Hair Ashkenazi 
would be willing to come to an understanding which would enable 
Palestine Jewry to present a united front to the outside world, on 
condition that they are given internal autonomy in matters affecting 
religious education, Shechita, burial, ete. They object that the Vauad 
Leumi is controlled by men who are non-religious ang whose administra- 
tion in religious life they could not accept. If, however, they are 
given autonomy in these matters within the community, they would be 


willing to join a united community which would represent Palestine 
Jewry as a whole to the Government. 


Jews in the Palestine Police Force. 
LESS THAN 10 PER CENT. REPRESENTATION. 


Of the total number of 1,200 officers and mea in the Palestine Police 
Force only 110 are Jews, it is stated in Jerusalem. The under-representa- 
tion of Jews in the Palestine Police and Defence Forces has been the subject 


of continued complaint by Palestine Jewry and its representative organ — 


the Vaad Leumi. Special arrangements made between the Vaad Leumi 
and the Government that the gendarmeric should be composed of one- 
third Jews, one-third Arabs and one-third Caucasians, and that the terms of 
command should be trausiated into Hebrew for the Jews and into Arabic 
for the Arabs, have not been observed, and the unfavourable conditions 
under which the Jewish gendarmes were placed resulted in many of them 
resiguing after years of devoted service. The Hebrew language, one of

GOVERNMENT CONCESSION. 
[From our Correspondent. | JERUSALEM, 


The Palestine Government will be prepared to reconsider any options, 
made in due time but rejected in the first instance, from Ottoman subjects 
abroad whoare natives of Palestine and who either emigrated from Pales- 
tine in or after 1920 or, having emigrated before 1920, have since returned 
to Palestine and resided here for not less than six months; provided 
always that their intention within a reasonable period to return to Pales- 
tine and to reside here permanently is satisfactorily shown. 

It has also been arranged that any person resident abroad who is a 
Palestinian by birth and possesses Turkish nationality will be freely 
“ranted permission to visit or settle in Palestine with his family. Having 
thus returned to Palestine, it will be possible for them to become 
naturalised as Palestinians on the following conditions: (1) Good 
character and adequate knowledge of either English, Arabic or Hebrew. 
(2) Intention to reside permanentlyin Palestine. (3) Two years’ residence 
in Palestine out of three years immediately preceding the application. 
The High Commissioner may admit two years’ residence not being within 
that three years, as sufficient qualification in any special case. 


Labour Legislation in Palestine. 


DRAFT ORDINANCE PUBLISHED. 


A draft Ordinance for the protection of women and children employed 
in industrial occupations in Palestiae has been published in the OFFICIAL 
GAZETTE of Palestine. The Ordinance empowers the High Commissioner 
to make regu ations required for this purpose and schedules certain 
dangerous occupations in which women and children must not be 
employed. It prohibits the employment of children under the age of 
twelve and the employment of ehildren under sixteen for longer than 
eighthoursaday. It also provides for a system of factory and workshop 
inspection. The Ordinance does not apply to persons cnyaged in 
agriculture,

AUJA CONCESSION ACQUIRED. 


The Palestine Electric Corporation: has officially acquired from the 
Jaffa Electric Company, the coucession held by it for the irrigation of the 
Auja River, absorbing itinto the Jordan River Concession. The Cor- 
poration has in return granted the Jaffa Electric Company an exclusive 
licence to generate aud sell electric energy in the Jaffa district fora period 
of seventy years, which is the term for which the Palestine Electric 
Corporation holds its own concession. 


Thanksgiving Day in Palestine. 
ANNIVERSARY OF JERUSALEW'S CAPTURE. 


Field Marshal Lord Plumer, has issued a proclamation declaring 
that December 9th, the anniversary of the capture of Jerusalem by the 
British Army under Lord Allenby, which has hitherto been known as 
D liverance Day, is to be observed in future throughout Palestine as 
Thanksgiving Day. ‘The day will be observed all over the country as @ 
public holiday. 


Palestine Grapes for Export. 
EMPIRE M\RKETING BOARD'S REPORT. 


An experimental shipment of table grapes, consisting of 656 cases and 
4 barrels from various parts of Palestine was consigned to the Empire 
Marketing Board on 5th August last. An official statement with regard 


to the export of table grapes from Palestine has-been issued, in which 
it says: 

The grapes on arrival were inspected by representatives of te Board who 
withdrew samples for laboratory examination and distributed the ba:ance to 
leading brokers tiroughout the country. A detailed report has now been 
received from the Board reflecting the resalts of the prelimiuary inspection in 
the laboratory and brokers’ observations. 

High percentages of wastage due to the dropping of berries were generally 
observed, and certain varieties were considered unsuitable for shipment. In 
general, however, Palestine grapes were consilere| by wholesale dealers to be 
of a quality in demand on the British markets, provided they arrive in good 
condition. The consignment underreview could not be adequately judged as 
littie of the fruit was in suitable condition for the best retail trade. “hat little 
was equal to if not better than the Lisbon prodact On the whole there was a 
jack of sweetness compared with the Portuguese and Spa :.sh fruit 

The Board recommended that for future shipments tue bunches should be 
massive and compact and not long. straggling and irregular The berries should 
be thin-skinned, large and of uniform size. Small and faulty. fruits should be 
removed by trimming. It is most important that the berries should adhere 
firmly to the stalk, which should be green at cutting. Any tendency to drop- 
ping results in great reduc.ion of value. . Grapes should arrive in Kngland by 
the middle of July, before supplies are available from Spain and Portugal. 
Grapes should be packed in wood-wool or cork and not in sawdust. 


The Jewish Bank. 

The “Bank Yehudi” (Jewish Bank) Ltd., which was established some 
time ago for the purpose of advancing small sums secured. by first mort- 
gages, is now taking steps to increase its share capital to £25,000. For 
the safety of the investors, arrangements have been made with one o 
the most influential banks in England, that atl sums paid in its London 
Offices will be remitted to Palestine, and payments will only be made 
against production of first mortgage deeds. This agreement which was 
arrived at, thanks to the efforts of Dr. 8. Rosenbaum, Lithuanian Consul 
General in the Near-East, who is one-of the chief directors of the “ Bank

of Palestine,

Rebuilding the Temple. 


From Mr. I. SUNLIGHT, 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sin,—The Jewish National Home is now an accomplished fact, I 


mean from a legal and international standpoint. And considering what . 


we have achieved in Palestine during the last seven years, one would 


expect a manifestation of greater enthusiasm for the National Cause on > 


the part of the Jewish masses than what we are actually witnessing here 
in England or in any other part of the world. 


The explanation of this lack of enthusiasm is, I think, to be found in 
the fact that a very important piece of work which could appeal most 
effectively to the heart and soul of the Jewish masses, has entirely been 
left ont of the Zionist programme, and that is—the rebuilding of the 
the Temple. The Jewish National Home cannot be complete without the 
wipon M3, and I would go even further, and say that Palestine will 
never be flourishing until the Temple building is fully established in all 
its ancient glory. 

When the Jews returned from Babylon after the Cyrus Declaration— 
and there were only 42,360 whu returned—the first work they took in 
hand was the restoration of the Temple, experiencing tremendous opposi- 
tion and hardship. In their last fight against the Romans, the Jews held 
out bravely against tremendous odds, until they saw their beloved 


Temple in flames, when they realised that their glory bh had departed from 


them, and there was nothing more to fight for. 

This magic hold of the Temple upon the Jewish mind, though 
apparently lying dormant for many centuries, is by no means dead, and 
it will awaken with greater force as soon as the Jew. will realize that the 


Considering the matter from an economic point of view, the rebuilding 
of the Temple would prove to be of incalculable value to the people of 
Palestine. A @15D1 I'S in being in the holy city of Jerusalem, will be 
the greatest attraction to Jews and non-Jews; and it would be the 
ambition of everyone to see that wonderful edifice at least once in his 
lifetime. There would thus be a continuous influx of visitors from all 
parts of the world. To supply all those with the necessities of life, would 
indeed tax the resources of Palestine. New industries wonld rapidly 
Spring up, and every inch of ground would have to be cultivated in order 
to supply the vast multitudes with food ; and if the projected exploitation 
of the Dead Sea becomes a reality—as most likely it will—then Palestine, 
for its size, will become the richest country in the world. 


The structure, when completed, would not only be the finest in the 
world architecturally, but would also stand out as the greatest historical 


monument, not to mention its enhanced spiritual value, both for Jew and 
non-Jew. 


I can just form a picture in my mind of this magnificent Temple—the 
House of Prayer for all Nations. From the central tower on the roof of 
Temple the Banner of Judah is flying, surrounded by the flags of all 
nations, thus symbolising the unity of mankind, with the Jewish Nation 
as the pivotal force. Adjacent to the Temple building stands a dignified 
structure which is the seat of the International Court of Justice and the 
permanent place of the Council of the League of Nations, and on its 
portals, written in bold letters—‘ The Law Cometh Forth Out of Zion.”

The Jewish Position in Palestine. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin, You and your readers will doubtless desire to know more about 
the “facts” communicated to you by “Ish Ha’ Rechov” and published in 
your issue of the 28th of October. 

(a) The Palestine Gorernment has allowed itself to be a party to a 
Commercial treaty, cic. In the first place, this is not a Jewish but a 
Palestinian question. It affects all manufacturers in the country who 
are by no meansinevery case Jews. However, two or at the most three 
Jewish manufacturers may be adversely affected. On the other hand, in 
one trade alone, that of confectionery, the two largest manufacturers are 
Jews and will be directly benefited by the proposed convention. 

Imperial preference for Palestine products is a matter outside the 
control of the Government of Palestine and of the British Government, as 
your correspondent should know. | 

(b) Municipal Contracts in Jerusalem. If your correspondent would 
go into the streets he would find scores of Jewish workmen engaged on 
municipal works, specially arranged for their employment. If it had not 
been for the efforts made by the Government and the Jerusarem Munici- 
pality the number of Jewish unemployed in Jerusalem to-day would be 
four if not five times its present figure. 

(c) L do not propose to discuss the person or opinions of Mr. Richmond, 
but will your correspondent explain how it is possible for anyone to 
practise anti-Semitism or anti-Zionism while engaged in preserving 
antiquities or facilitating their discovery,

Chess is recognised the world over as a game peculiarly suited to th. 
Jiidische Kopf, and the history of the “ king of games,” as chess has been 
known for countless years, positively bristies with the names of Jewis!. 
experts who have left a permanent imprint in the Hall of Pame. (! 
recent years Jews have furnished a very high percentage of the priv. 
winners in big chess tournaments, as shown by such names as lr. 
Emmanuel Lasker ‘chess champion of the world, 1892-192?), Rubinstein, 
Neti, Dr. Tarrasch, and Aaron Nimzowitch, who is at present in London. 

The recent Masters’ Tournament held at the British Empire Clu}. 
St. James’ Square, was no exception to this rule, for A. Nimzowitch and 
Dr. Tartakower (whois of Jewish descent) divided the first two prizes, 
ahead of such experts as E. D. Bogoljuboff (Germany), Richard Ket:

(U.S.A. Champion), Dr. M. Vidmar, and five British players, Sir George 
Thomas, Bart., and F. D. Yates (both past British Champions), Victor 
Buerger, W. A. Fairhurst and W. Winter. This Tournament was witho:: 
doubt the greatest gathering of world-famous Masters in England sinc 
the International Tournament held at Westminster in 1922, 

Nimzowitch was born in Rigain 1886. On his eighth birthday, |: \~ 
father presented him with a set of chessmen and tanght him the moves. 
Barely six months had passed before he had played a gamo which by 
virtue of its elegant final combination was deemed worthy of publication. 
and he became known an infant chess predigy. Hehad not very muc! 
time for chess, however, for he was occupied with his schooling, and late: 
his Study of Philosophy in Germany, and until his fourth year at the 
University he did not begin to play again, when he participated in 
Masters’ Tournaments with great success. 7 

In 1912. he took part at San Sebastian (Spain) in a great Masters’ Tourna. 
ment, coming second, with only half a point less than the winner. 
IXnbinstein. Afterwards, as a result of the War, he suffered heavy 
financial losses, and it was not until the year 1920 that he was abic tv 
return to his chess board. He has won several first prizes in big Inter- 
national Tournaments: 1923, Copenhagen; 1925, Marienbad: 12, 
Iianover and Dresden, when he came ahead of Alekhin, Rubinstein, |):. 
Tartakower, etc., scoring 84 points in. nine games. During the current 


_ year he has scored remarkab!e victories in Niendorf (Germany), and now 


in London, where reeently in the tenth round of the double roun« 
tournament at the Imperial Chess Club he was placed first. He bad 
challenged Capablanca, but was unfortunately unable to find means of 
raising the necessary stake required for the-match. 

He is convinced, says Nimzowitch, that his chess talent is inuerited 
from his ancestors, who were great T'almudists, as he is descended from 
the famous Rabbi Joshua Leib Diskin. His grandmotlier, a very noted 
Jéwish personality in Bialystock, was an exceptionally fine Talmudic and 
Hebrew scholar. | 

It is. interesting to note that Nimzowiteh is also a brilliant linguist 
with a fluent knowledge of Russian, German, French, Danish, Swedish, 
etc., and alittle. English. His Yiddish conversation is intermingled with 
picturesyue Hebrew idioms. -His book, “ Mein System ” (German), had 
an extraordinary circulation, and no less than 10;000 copies have been 
sold in its Russian translation. This is now being translated into English 
by M. E. Goldstein, B,Sc. (Middlesex Champion, 1924-5), who has also 
translated Alekhin’s “My Best Games of Chess,” from the French, etc.

On the whole, the 
attendance was good: but there was much to be'desired in the regularity 
and punctuality of some of the children on Sunday mornings. For the 
yiizes cffered for competition among the pupils attending synagogre 
classes in London they had entered six of their children and four had 
bhoen successful. ‘The Classes were examined by the Rev. J. Rabbino® 
witz, B.A., who in his report paid tribute to the success achieved by the 
teachers. 

‘The Rey. A. A. GREEN, after referring to the ability and scholarship 
of the Rey. M. Rosenbaum, said that it onght to be the aim of the Classes 
to make the children familiar with the synagogue service, so that when 
they went to synagogue they could feel at home. At the recent Educa- 
tional Conference in Manchester someone suggested that too much atten- 
tion was paid in classes to the synagogue service. He (Mr. Green) did 
not think that that was possible. Stressing the importance of the 
llebrew Classes, he said that they were, in his opinion, even more 
important than the synagogue itself. But there was something which 
was even more important than the Classes, and that was the influence to 
which the children were subjected at home. The children would be the 
kind of Jews and Jewesses that their fathers and mothers made them. 
They must teach their children the lessons of uprightness, loyalty and 
above all sacritice.

Jewish Children in Canadian Schools. 


APPEAL BEFORE THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 


JUDGMENT RESERVED. 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, consisting of the Lora 
Chancellor, Viscount Haldane, and Lords Puckmaster. Darling and 
Warrington, on Thursday in last week continued the hearing of this 
appeal from the Supreme Court of Canada, relating to the education of 
Jewish children in the Island of Montreal. A re port of the opening of 
the case appeared in Pil JEWIsH CHRONICLE last week. The apy ellants 
are Mr. Michael Hirsch, a retired merchant, and Mr. Samuel W. Cohen, 
mining engineer, both resident in Montreal and both members of a Special 
Commission on Education in Montreal. The respondents are the Protestant 
and the Catholic Boards of School Commissioners of Montreal, Mr. Joseph 
Schubert. of Montreal, and the Attorney-General for the Province of 
Quebec. The Protestant Committce of the Council of Public Instruction 
for Quebec intervened. The points at issue are whether Jews in Montreal 
are disqualified from serving on religious bodies administering public 
schools and whether Jewish children have a right to be educated in such 
schools. 

Sir John Simon K.C., resuming his arguments in support of the 
appellants’ case, referred to some remarks which he made at the last 
hearing and which, he said, might be mislcading. It had been suggested 
that the Jews having recently gone to Canada from Europe were not 
therefore property owners, but in his comments he had not meant to 
imply that the Jews, as a whole, were poor people. 

Their Lordships continued the hearing of this appeal on Friday last. 
At the outset the Lord Chancellor, addressing the members of the Board 
present, said the Board would not hear an unlimited number of counsel. 
‘or the sake of classification, it appeared to him that if they heard counsel 
for the Protestant Board and then the counsel of the Protestant Com- 
mittee, who wonld have very nearly the same end in view as the 
Protestant Board, but no doubt they would have separate arguments to 
present, the interests of the Protestant Board and the Protestant Com.- 
mittee would be sufficiently represented. Then he supposed the Roman 
Catholic Board’s counsel would like to be heard, although no doubt at not 
very great length. Then the Attorney-General for Quebec would say 
what he thought was right, and then there was only Mr. Schubert's 
counsel to be heard. 

Mr. Horace Douglas said he appeared for Mr. Schubert. 

The Lord Chancellor: I don’t think we need have the pleasure of 
hearing you, except in one sentence. Perhaps you will consider what I 
have said and inform the Board as to what view you take of the matter. 

Mr. Campbell, K.C. (for the Protestant Board): If your Lordship 
pleases. 

Sir John Simon, K.C., for the appellants, said he had very nearly 
completed his task. 

Sir John baving concluded his arguments, Mr. St. 
followed on the same side. 

Mr. Campbell, K.C., presented the case for the Protestant Board 
which showed that the appeal dealt with various questions of law bearing 
on the problems of pubic education in the Island of Montreal where a 
school population that formerly consisted almost entirely of Roman 
Catholics on the one hand and Protestants on the other, and now 
contained many thousands of Jewish children, almost all of whom 
at present attended the Protestant schools. Involved in the appeal 
was the right of Protestant control of Protestant education in 
the Province of Quebec, a right expressly safeguarded by the LMritish 
North America Act and greatly cherished by the Protestants of the 
Province. The history of school legislation in Quebec up to the date of 
the Union would show clearly, if was submitted, that at the Union 
Protestants in Quebec had important rights and privileges with respect to 
denominational schools. Tracing the history of this legislation, Counsel 
referred to the passing of Act 3 of Edward VII., Chap. 6, remarking that 
the true purport and constitutional validity of that Act formed the 
principal issue upon the appeal. Some years later, relying upon the 
terms of this Act, agitation arose among the Jewish population of 
Montreal for representation on the Protestant Board of School Commis- 
sioners, inasmuch as the number of Jewish children attending the 
Protestant schools had increased from 2,144 in 1903 to 11,974 in 1925, by 
which time they constituted about 40 per cent. of the Protestant School 
population. Asthe taxes received from Jewish properties during many 
years only yielded a fraction of the cost of educating those Jewish children, 
the burden laid on the Protestant taxpayer to supply the deficiency had 
become heavy. There were also questions of the observance of Jewish holi- 
daysin Protestant Schoolsand the appointment of Jewish teachers therein. 
The appointment of a Commission and the reference tothe Courts followed. 
In the submission of the respondent the most serious issue raised 
by this appeal was the right of Protestant control of Protestant educa- 
tion in the Province of Quebec. The issuc, it was argued, was not whether 
or not one or more Jewish citizens might be admitted to membership of 
the Protestant Board of the City of Montreal, but whether the whole right 
of Protestant control was to be endangered. If the future had in store 
anything like the experience of the past, it was a matter of a very few 
years before the Jews, on basis of population, would be entitled to elect 
more School Commissioners to the Board than the Protestants themselves, 
and the Protestant and even the Christian character of their school system 
might be destroyed. The respondent's interests were not greatly pre- 
judiced, in the result, by the construction put upon the Act of 1905 by 
‘the judges of the Supreme Court, as those judges clearly recognised this 
right of Protestant ‘control: and denied to the Provincial Legislature 
any power to invade that control. The Act might well be construed, 
as it was by the judges of the Court of King’s Bench, as having a 
wider interpretation.than that placed upon it by the Supreme Court, 
The respondent preferred the position taken by the King's Bench judges, 
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categorically deciding that the Act of 1993 was ultra vires. It was sub- 
mitted that the restrictive construction of the statute adopted by the 
Supreme Court tended to make the main sections of the Act largely 
meaningless. That the system of Protestant Schools prevailing in Quebec, 
and particularly in the City of Montreal, before and after the Union. was 
& system of denominational schools, was in effect recognised by the 
provisions of Section 6 of the Act of 1903, introducing a “conscience 
clause” exempting Jewish pupils from any obligation “to read or study 
any religious or devotional books or to take part in any religious exercises 
or devotions.” For many years the practice in all the schools under the 
control of the respondent had been to have religious exercises. The 
reading of a passage of Scripture, the recital of a prayer, and some. 
times the singing of a hymn formed part of the daily curriculum. 
The children were also required to memotise passages of Scripture, 
both Old and New Testaments; and there were definite instruc 

tion and examination in Seripture history, although it was optional 
on the part of Jewish children to attend these devotional exercises or 
take this instruction, and they suffered no disadvantag> in loss of marks 
ifthey did not do so. The term “Protestant” as used in the British 
North America Act and in the various statutes of Lower Canada respecting 
education must be construed, it was contended, in its ordinary sense as 
then commonly understood by those who made the laws. It was so used 
as indicating generally that denomination of Christians which adhered to 
the principles of the Reformation, the law not concerning itself with the 
Various sects into which the Protestant denomination was sub-divided. 
A Jew Was no more qualified to bea Protestant School Commissioner than 
was a Khoman Catholic cr a member of any other non-Protestant denomi 

nation. 

Their Lordships resumed the hearing of the appeal on Monday. 

Mr. Lafleur, K.C., submitted the case for the intervener, the 
Protestant Committee of the Council of Public Instruction for Quebec. 
It was contended on behalf of the intervener that on its true construction 
the Act of 1903 prejudicially affected the rights or privileges with respect 
to denominational schools which Protestants had by law in the Province 
of Lower Canada at the Union, and that the Act of 1903 was, therefore, 
ultra vires. Other reasons in support of the argument that the answers 
given by the Supreme Court of Canada to the questions referred by the 
Lienut.-Governor in Couneil were right, vere that the powers and privileges 
of the separate schools of Roman Catholics in Upper Canada at the Union 
were extended by the British North America Act to all the schools. 
of Protestants in Quebec, that at the Union Roman Catholics in Upper 
Canada had the right to exclude from their schools all but the children 
of their own faith, that at the Union Protestants in Quebec had the right 
to full and exclusive Protestant management and control of their schools, 
that the appointment of persons of the Jewish faith to be members of the 
Intervenant would infringe that right, and that the word “Protestant” did 
not include persons professing the Jewish faith. 

Mr. Perrault, representing the Catholic Board of Schoo! Commissioners, 
on bebalf of that body, argued that the establishment of separate schobdlis 
for non-Christians would be subversive of the existence of the Protestant 
or Catholic common or dissentient schools, and would especially affect, 
morally and financially, the rights or privileges which Catholics and 
Protestants had by law at the Union. 

Mr. Horace Dougias, for the respondent Joseph Schubert, contended 
that the establishment of separate Jewish schools; would in no way 
affect the Protestant and Catholic schools financially, and that the 
financial argument advanced by the Catholic Board of School Com. 
missioners was irrelevant to the issuc. 

Sir John Simon having replied on behalf of the appellants, their 
Lordships reserved judgment. 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen Summoned. 


COMPLAINT OF ASSAULT DISMISSED. 


Sin RoBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., appeared at Old Street Police 
Court, before Mr. Ivan Snell, on Friday afternoon last, in answer toa 
summons for assault taken out against him by Mr. Frederick Barouche 
Sholto. Mr. G. D. Roberts defended, and Mr. J. A. C. Keeves appeared 
for Mr. Sholto. Mr. Keeves, in opening the case for the prosecu ion, 
said that on the morning of November 18th, about ten o'clock, 
Mr. Sholto was motoring to the City to business. Ue had reached 
Pitfield Street where there was a traffic block, and he was the last ina 
line of traffic. He remained there for two or three minutes, when 
suddenly a large Daimler car, driven by Sir Robert's chauff-ur, came up 
on the offside and tried to forcea way through. There was not apparentiy 
sufficient room for it to do so, and it was compelled to lie out of line at 
an angle of forty-five degrees across the road. The block continued for a 
minute or two and in the meantime, the road from Old Street to Hoxton 
in which the block originated was filled with incoming traffic which was 
stopped in the road, As soon as the traflic was released Mr. Snolto » 
moved forward in his car. Directly he did so the Daimler again tried to 
pass on the off-side. There’ was still insufficient room, and Mr. 
Sholto’s car was struck on the rear off-side. Mr. Sholto immediately 
stopped his engine and jumped out to see what had happened. He 
found the off rear mud-guard was damaged. Sir Robert's chauffeur said 
apologetically : “It is not very much, it is only a scratch, I am very 
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sorry.” Mr. Sholto replied: “I do not mind the scratch, but it may 
be useful for you to be reminded how to drive on the right side of 
the road.” The door of the Daimler then opened and Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen jumped ont into the road shouting, “ What the deuce are you hold- 
ing up the traffic for?” and called for a police officer. “He shouted 
and raved,” said Mr. Keeves, “but no one came.” Mr. Shoilto 
said I think we know one another. “As a matter of fact,” added 
Mr. Keeves. “ Mr. Sholto and Sir Robert hal met before. Sir Robert 
answered: ‘I don't care tho dickens if we do know one sanotber? 
Why are you holding up the traffic? " Sir Robert then took hold 
of Mr. Sholto by both shoulders and shook him, pushed him on one 
side, and jumped into Mr. Sholtos car and tried to release the brake 
with a view to getting the smaller car moved from the position in which 
it was. He was unable to do this, however, and he jamped out of the 
car and again called for the police. Apparently there was a great deal 
of abuse from other people detained in the line of traffic. Mr. Sholto 
said to Sir Robert, “ You will hear further about this.” 

The Magistrate: “I do not wish to express an opinion on the case 
at the moment, but it does seem to me that Sir Robert may have lost his 
temper. Is this a matter that ought to be fought out, or is there not 
some way in which the proceedings can be shortened’ It seems, having 
regard to the status of the parties, that it is rather silly that these things 
should be fought ont in any spirit of vindictiveness.” 

Mr. Roberts: That is quite the view I take. We cannot. of course, 
admit that.there was an assault, but there is no doubt there was an 
argument centring round the question of the hold-up. I submit the 
question of assault is quite ridiculous. 

The Magistrate: Sir Robert was probably short-tempered that 
morning. 

Mr. Roberts: My client cannot apologise for an assault when -he 
denies that any assault has been committed, Sir Robert is, of course, 
sorry that the chauffeur should have tried to cut in, in the line of traffic. 

The Magistrate: lam cnly trying to clear the atmosphere. 

Mr. Roberts: I am quite willing to discuss the matter with my 
learned friend after what you have said. 

Mr. Kecves agreed to do this and the case was temporarily adjourned. 

When the case was again called, Mr. Sholto gave evidence. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen's chauffeur and two independent witnesses 
were called, and they all said that they did not see any assault. 

Sir Robert gave evidence. Hesaid he was reading a paper in his car, 
abd did not know what sins his driver might have committed. He did 
not get into Mr. Sholto’s car, which he found was braked. 

Mr. Roberts: It issaid that you were very excited and raving. Were 
you excited ’—I should not say so. 

Were complainant and your chauffeur having an argument’?— They 
were saying things to one another. 

“IT don't know that there was much of an argument,” added Sir 
Robert. It was a complete invention to say that he rushed at Mr. Sholto 
and either pushed him or shook him. 

The Magistrate in giving his decision said that he had heard lots of 
cases of assault and he knew that tempers could be roused to avery high 
pitch of fury by incidents on the road, and werds which were very 
irritating such as “ Why don’t you learn todrive ?” could be said. From 
the fact that Sir Robert put his hand on the other man’s car and tried to 
push it, he wasevidently not as calm as he had been in that court. He 
did not believe, however, that he actually assaulted Mr. Sholto or touched 
him with the intention of committing an assault, although it might be 
that Sir Robert accidentally touched the prosecutor, making him think he 
had assaulted him. He thought the summons, having been heard, should 
be dismissed. Noorder was made in regard to costs. 


Trustees’ Honour Vindicated.—In the Chancery Division, a setile- 
ment was arrived at in an action brought to remove Mr. ISADORE JACOBSON, 
a woollen and cloth merchant, of Gresham Street, E.C., from the trustee- 
ship in connection with the trusts of the willof the late Nathan Jaffe, 
tobacco merchant. The beneficiaries under the will, Mrs. Jaffe, widow 
of the testator, and their three. children, alleged that Mr. Jacobson 
threatened that unless he was allowed to make a profit out of the trust 
he would delay and hinder its administration. Defendant denied the 
allegation. After a consultation between counsel and their clients, Mr. 
Gavin Simonds, K.C., said they had cometoterms. The plaintiffs un- 
reserve. lly withdrew all imputations reflecting on the honour or integrity 
ofthe defendant, and defendant and Mr. Church (another trustee) 
expressed the desire voluntarily to retire from the trust of the will and 
refer it to chambers to appoint two new trustees in their place. Costs to 
be paid out of the testator’s estate, and all further proceedings in the 
action stayed. Mr. Simonds added that there was a question raised 
in regard to £4,600. He found the whole of that sum accounted for in the 
pass-book of the testator. Mr. Justice Eve: It is satisfactory. I think 
the settlement reflects credit on both the trustees, and it is obviously the 


right thing to do in solving the difficulty, An order was made in the 
agreed terms. 


Conspiracy to Defrand.— The hearing was concluded. at the 
Birmingham Quarter Sessions, of the charges of conspiracy to defraud 
brought against JAMES ST. CLAIR (27), traveller; Lovis SHAPIRO (20), com- 
mercial traveller; and CHRISTOPHER HALL (64), manufacturer’s agent. 
The indictments comprised conspiracy to defraud, obtaining credit by false 
pretences, and fraudulent conversion. When the case was opened, 
Shapiro pleaded “Guilty” on ten counts and “ Not Guilty ” on three, and 
the jary formally returned a verdict of “ Not Guilty ” against him on those 
three counts. 5St. Clair and Hall pleaded “Not Guilty.” The Rev. Dr. 
A. Cohen, Minister to the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, who was 
called, testifled to the high repute of Shapiro’s family. Nothing wrong 
had been known by witness against the accused until now. Mr. A. P. 
Marshall, for Shapiro, pleaded that he had allowed himself to be a tool in 
the hands of St. Clair, who had a criminal record. Folly and extrava- 
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gance had been Shapiro's downfall. Counsel pleaded that leniency might 
be extended to Shapiro. Mr. L. J. Sturge, the Assistant-Recorder, toi, 
St. Clair he had no doubt he was the ringleader in this fraud, and apart 
from the fact that St. Clair was serving a sentence of penal servitude, jy. 
would be sentenced to three years’ penal servi'ude (to run concurren: ly 
with his present sentence) on the false pretence charges, and twe!\e 
mouths’ hard labour to be concurrent with the sentence on the conspira, y 
and conver-ion charges. Shapiro would have to go to prison for «ix 
mouths in the S°cond Division. Hal! was ordered to pry £5 towards ‘he 
costs of the prosecution, and would be bound over for twelve months.

MR. CASSON’S “SHYTOCK.” 

Mr. Lewis Casson, the eminent Shakesp*srean actor and prodne 
whose portrayal of Shylock in “The Merchant of Venice” basar.:, 
such a flerce storm of controversy, Pave a representative of THE Jvw 
CHRONICLE his opinions on Shakespsare’s Jow. 

“What do you think,” Mr. Casson wasasked, “ prompted Shalt: 
to portray the Jew so disrespectfully 

“In Elizabethan times,” said the husband of Miss Sybil Thornd: 
“the charging of interest ou money lent was considered bad form, if : 
actually morally wrong, and the business of so lending money was ain, 
entirely in the hands of the Jews. Thercfore, Shakespeare was ali 
compelled to make his money-lending villain a Jew.” 

“Do you think that Shylock was intended to typity the race?” 

“Shylock,” came the rep y, “happens to be one of the fow Jews 
Shakespeare. But be is no more typical of the Jewish race than Ty 
against whom we know nothing, and he is no more ty ical of the Jew 
race than Iago is typical of the Christian race.” 

“Do you find auy resemblance between Shylock ard the muii 
Jew?” 

“TL know of Jews who are nearly as bad as Shylock, just as you kn 
of Christiatis who are neariy as bad as Lago.” 

Mr. Casson was asked if he wouid make a comparison bet. 
Feuchtwanger's “Jew Siiss” and Snakespeare’s Shylock 

Mr. Casson replied: “Shylock and Jew Siixs beth have 1! 
characteristic of the Jewish race—a certain insensitiveness to the po 
of view of other people where it clashes with their own desires, aith 
I must say that this applies very largely to the Curistians of 1): 
particular play.” 

“Is there any evidence of Shakespeare's having studied Hebr 
literature or having had a type to draw from?” 

“It is so humanly drawn,” said Mr. Casson, “that it is almost cert: » 
that Shakespeare must have had a type todraw trom. He must ha, 
been acquainted with the Old Testament. There was a great number «| 
Jews in London at that time, although they were not allowed legaily ¢ 
be in England.” 

“Assuming that an actor realises that Shakespeare's creation is un 
true and inartistic, is he justified in giving a nobier version of the Jew,” 

“No,” came the reply. “If we consider that Shakespeare has created 
a character which is untrue to life, we can refuse to act the part. But i! 
we do act the part we have no right to ‘twist’ the porirayal of th. 
character to suit our own interpretation of it. We must serve t! 


dramatist faithfully.”

Before I left him, Mr. Casson strongly disavowed any suggestion t!:\' 
his portrayal of Shylock was animated in any way by the slightest au: -

MUSIC. 


One of the most interesting recitals of the season was given by ‘!'. 
Pierre Fol at the Aolian Hall on Thursday in last week, Mr. Fol is 4 
‘not;s0 much in his executive ability as |" 
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his artistic appreciation of the fascinating by-paths of musical composi- 
tion. He deserves congratulation for his courage and discrimination in 
the choice of @ programme in which only one or two items could have 
poen familiar to his audience, and which, nevertheless proved a great 
siecess. There was only one serious fault to be found with Mr. Fol’s 
playing, and that was a surprising tendency (in contrast with the 
delicacy of most of his playing) to forced bowing and heavy fingering in 
come of the louder passages. The performance of Honegger's First 
Sonata wasa@ triumph both for piano (played by Helene Schopfer) and for 
violin. Mr, Fol’s understanding and response to the mood of the music 
ie plays reached its height in his interpretation of the pulsating sombre. 
ness of the amdante opening, swelling to passionate expression, the 
sparkle of the Presto, the richness and sympathy of tone in the im pending 
s'ateliness of the Adagio. The two opening items on the programme, 
Mcnuet by Parpora-Kreisler and Pierre Gavinies’ Sonata, were noteworthy

l.crre Fol was a sympathetic accompanist. though she erred rather in the

Mme. Payling’s third concert on Saturday evening was of high quality 
in :egard both to artists and to programme. With all but two items con- 
sisting of solos, the evening had rather the character of a long and varied 
chamber concert. It would be difficult to say whether we enjoyed Harold 

illiams’ singing or Frank Lafitte’s playing most: certainly both were 
in very good form and contributed a large share to the success of the 
‘.ening. They had good seconds in Adela Leon, a pleasing ‘cellist, and

gifts with which Jews were endowed, that of music was the most promi- 
nent. But unfortanately the Jews had had in consequence of the loss of 
their country and their enforced exile no opportunity of emulating other 
nations in the cultivation of music. They had gradually become accus- 
tomed to concentrate their attention pon two things—acquirement of 
knowledge and making money. While emotional and artistical factors 
had been entirely ignored, yet from the nature of their being they never 
showed any lack of capacity for emotion and feeling. If they looked 
with an observing eye into their history they would -find that-from the 
time when Moses sung his song of triumph down to the present time, 
music ran like a golden thread through aJl the pages and stages of Jewish 
history. The greatest inspiration to sing and cultivate music came to 
them from that most beautiful, Jofty and sublime of all poctries, the 
Psalms. It was almost certain that-Jewish music was very famous 
before the destruction of the Temple, as could be scen from Psalm 137. 
When the Israelites rested at the waters of Babylon, the first thing the 
Babylonians asked was ‘Sing to us a Song of Zion.” And they replied: 
“Tlow can we sing a song of the Lord in a strange land’” With the 
introduction of the periodical reading of the Law by Ezra, the cantillation 
was developed. In spite of the fact that the Jews did not practise 
instrumental musi¢, they had, proportionately, produced more great com- 
posers than any other nation, and they could pride themselves on the fact 
that the greatest and most famous instrumentalists, violinists, pianists 
and even organists of the present time were Jews. The lecture was 
illustrated with musical items by Mr. Mayerowitsch and by the Halevy 
‘‘horal Society, under the direction of Professor 8. Atman. The soloists 
were the Misses Solerow and Caplan, and Messrs. Moser and Bloustein. 


GRAMOPHONE NOTES. 


It has been said of the Germain people thatthey rejoice in a minor 
key, and the remark is almost equally true of us Jews. Thus the famous 
) Minor Trio of Mendelssohn, that strange blending of German and 
Jewish genius, is throughout an exquisite example of a beautifal happi- 
ness expressed rather in joyful tears than in the robustious atmosphere 
of the more masculine composers. But a work suchas this, delicate 
and faery, appealing and subtle, must be interpreted by artists who 
have not been desensitised by virtuosity and it was probably this 
thought that led His Masters Voice to choose that admirable com- 
bination, Cortot, Thibaud and Casals for the recording of this lovely 
work. And the interpretation and recording are perfect—a word 
not lightly used. With each issue of records one can notice, after careful 
comparison, a slight but definite improvement.in the recording. 
Gradually this great gramophone firm is removing the little macule, the 
“ringings” and reverberations of the legato piano tone, the over- 
incisiveness of the fiddle in the higher register, the booming of those fine 
broad tones for which the ‘cello is so justly beloved, until now they have 
produced in the Mendelssohn Trio a veritable triumph of recording. No 
true music-lever should hesitate to buy these four records. Supreme 
artist though Kreisler be, I could not but feel a twinge of disappoint- 
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ment that he has chosen too such over-familiar items as his own 
“Caprice Viennois and Dvyorak’s Humoreske ” for recording this month, 
But the record is well worth while as it affords such an admirah|;. 
example of that sweetness of tone coupled with a technique whic) 
appears almost inborn—the qualities that have made Kreisler unique iy 
his age. Not even in these trifles does he become mechanical and |.

conformity, and Jews are the world’s greatest nonconformists. We 
have our own outlook. We have kept it because we have a very 
keen understanding of the meaning of Ifberty. ‘“ Whatever crushes 
individuality,” said John Stuart Mill, “is despotism, by whatever name 
it may be called "—and he was writing on Liberty. 


THE REAL FREEDOM. 


You can have a despotism of things and impersonal forces just as 
much as you can have a despotism of individual tyrants, and we Jews 
who have fought against the despotism of tyrants—the Pharaohs and 
the Tsars—have to fight also against tendencies of the age that would 
impair human liberty even though they proceed from dead machinery 
or econoniics. There is a force, for instance, that tends to make us 
give up our Sabbath. It is not some monarch saying “ You Jews must 


work on Saturdays.” It is an economic trend which makes it difficult 


for us not to work on Saturdays. If we would be freé to lead our 
individual Jewish life we must resist that force in the name of the 
liberty that we hold so dear and for the sake of our immortal! souls. I 
could cite other examples, but it will suffice if I have set your minds 
working on this definite idea. “Who would be free, himself must 
strike the blow,” and it is not right that we should fold our hands and 
let the imperious floods submerge us.’
